The men were in the employ of the 
Moellering Construction 
company,

has the contract for the construction of

Foreman Hal Miller was in 
charge. 


It is said that the two men went in- 
to the trench at their own risk as the 
presence of gas in the hole had been 
known for an hour and that work had 
been abandoned there for the day. 


Pathetic Scene Enacted. 


There was a pathctic scene enacted 
when the body oi" Alonzo Giangola was 
brought to the surface. 
His 
brother, 
who had attempted to rescue him and 
couldn't, fell upon the body and cried 
as though his heart would break.

Motorcycle Officer Kintz took charge 
of affairs at the sewer, directing

caved in under the heavy burden of hu- 
manity that surged upon them.

tives and fellow-workmen of the victims 
objected to the use of

London, July 
10.—A feeling of op 
timism Avhich had been absent for some 
time, again is manifesting itself here 
This feeling is chiefly due to General 
Botha's 
victory 
in German 
Southwest 
Africa, which at one 
stroke 
deprivea 
Germany of territory larger than that 
of the German empire. 


The captured territory ia enormously 
disproportionate to that of the defend 
ing forces which consieted of 204 of 
ficers 
and 3,G66 men. 
These numbers 
include reservists and police as well as 
military. 


The cheerfulness of the entente alliea 
also has been aided by the stands be 
ing made by the Russians near Lublin 
in Russian Poland, and along the Zlota 
Lipa river in Galicia. 
It is believed in 
London that the stubborn resistance of 
the Russians is doing much to postpone 
the dreaded German offensive along the 
western front. 


Only fragmentary summaries of the 
German reply to the United States have 
so far been published here, but for sev- 
eral days the British 
press has 
been 
busy predicting that 
Berlin's reply to 
the second Lusitania note would be un 
sati.^factory. 


The newspapers comment at 
length 
on the speech of Field Marshal Early 
Kitchener, at the guild hall yesterday 
according to their views regarding con- 
scription, one faction maintaining that 
the war secretary uttered a direct warn- 
ing of the possibility of forced military 
service, while the other organs profess 
to see in his remark.s a reaffirmation of 
the efficacy of the volunteer system. 


The Russian official statement reports 
the blocking of (Jerman attempts to ad- 
vance toAvard Warsaw from the north 
and east and declares the offensive taken 
by the Russian armies below Lublin is 
developing. 


The Teutonic forces in thi.s southern 
Poland region are continuing to retjeat, 
Petrograd 
declares, 
but 
are 
fighting 
stubbornly as they retire, 
A Petrograd 
correspondent 
says 
the 
Germans 
are 
sending strong reinforcements for this 
army and it is believed there will short- 
ly be an attempt by it to recover its 
lost initiative.

re])ulse of Austrian 
attacks in several 
sectors are reported from Rome. 
The 
latest statement from

reports 
comparative quiet along this fVont and 
breaking of isolated attacks by Italians.

firm will not to abate one jot or title 
of Germany's rights. The answer clearly 
shows that the responsibility 
for the 
form of submarine 
warfare 
rests 
Great Britain." 


The Morgen Post quotes the Amer 
ican note where it declares "the govern 
Dient of the United States cannot admit 
that the proclamation of a war ione 
from which neutral ships 
have 
been 
warned to keep away may be made to 
operate as in any degree an abbrevia 
tioh of American rights bound on law 
ful errands as passengers on merchant 
ships of 
belligerent 
nationality," and 
says: 
"This Avas a point 
on 
which 
American and German conceptions were 
opposed to each other and it must be 
pointed out that this difference of opin 
ion also is not contemplated by the new 
German note, but that rather it still 
exists in its essential features." 


The Morgen Post also says:

what It was at the time of the Lusita 
nia sinking and President Wilson will 
have to satisfy this new feeling in con 
Bidering and answering the present note 
That the note will meet unrestrained 
approval at the hands of a large part of 
Americans is certain."

Word from Kcn- 
dallvillc is to the effect that Harris had 
been employed as a trainer by John 
Todd, of that city, from last April until 
last Sunday.

At night there is always one fa»tj 
armed machine trundled out ready for 
an alarm, with a crew of mechanics and 
the pilot sleeping in the hangar, and' 
at least one sentinel on guard.

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The State School Funds 


Indiana is now making its regular semi-annual distribution of 
iBchool funds to the various counties of the state, and the total sum 
of $1,721,713.28 will be seut out over the state to aid in eariying for- 
ward public educational work during the ensuing six months. Theo- 
retically, at least, each person of school age in the state will receive 
from Indiana the sum of $2.24 from these funds for it is upon this 
per capita basis that the apportionment is made. 
Here is illustrated 
the importance of complete enumerations, for the state apportions 
upon each child enumerated, directly the reverse of the impression 
in some quarters that failure to list children of school age because 
they do not happen to be in school will somehow lower taxes to be 
•paid by the parents. 


The number of children recorded in the last school emuneration, 
s n d on which the apportionment of school funds to the counties was 
})ased, M-as $768,622. 
Various counties, the statistics show, paid more 
into the state treasury for the school fund than tliey received in the 
apportionment, as is always the case undei* the present laws. At this 
time Allen county has paid in the sum of $56,393.26 and will receive 
in return $62,375.04. 
Adams county's payment was $14,457.26 and 
Bhe draws $15.659.84. 
DeKalb contributed $17,054.71 and receives 
but $14,658.56 because her school population is not sufficient to en- 
title her to more. 
Huntington county paid $19,988.94 and receives 
$18,025.28. 
Kosciusko contributed $22,581.21 and draws but $17,- 
252.48. 
The payment by Lagrange county was $10,733.94 and the 
sum of $9,099.28 is returned to her. 
fn Noble the discrepancy is still 
greater, that county having paid $19,653.30 and gets back only $13.- 
451.20. 
Steuben's payment Avas $8.920.19, and she receives $8,084.16. 
"Wells county taxpayers paid $13.940.57 and the AVells county share 
of the state fund is $11,659.20, while Whitley county, paying $13,- 
356.25 drawes $10,597.44 from the state treasury for the support of 
her schools. 
The balance of this particular fund in the state treas- 
ury after the apportionments are made wnll bo $7,402.23, while the 
•interest earnings on the state school fund since the last apportion- 
jnent amounted to $280.268.21. 


Muncie is clearly attempting to live down its past. 
The Com- 
jnercial club of that city has requested 
the newspapers there to

''The Bucket of Blood/'

.tricts have really refonned, it is clearly up to the Muncie newspapers 
to assist them in forgetting a past such as is indicated by the melli- 
fulous cognmens with which Muncie history has embellished them. 


Circumstances surrounding the death of tw^o men as a result of 
damps" in sewer work in the northern part of the city Friday aft- 
ernoon developed the fact that neither the police department nor 
the fire department is provided with helmets to enable the men to 
,work with safety in places where gas or smoke is present. 
The only 
appliance of this sort in the city appears to be the property of a 
private corporation. 
Its use has been freely given the city, but it is 
not always instantly available, and these cases are clearly ones in 
>vhich delay is dangerous. 
If there is to be obtained anything in the 
way of a helmet that will aid in saving either life or property, the 
board of safety should lose no time -in equipping both the police and 
\he firemen with such a contrivance. 


Thé idea of presenting to the city of Fort Wayne a miscellaneous 
assortment of animals for the formation of a zoological garden has 
developed into a contagion spreading so rapidly that city authorities 
have been obliged to put up the quarantine ban by announcing that 
no more will be received. 
The latest offer—a hawk and two rac- 
coons has been declined with thanks because the city has not yet 
found it possible to provide either a suitable place in which the ani- 
mals can be kept, or a care-taker for them. 
A zoological garden in 
Fort Wayne is one of the things that must be left to future develop- 
ment, and it will come in time. 


Judge Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the board of directors of the 
United States Steel corporation, predicts an unexpectedly quick 
termination of the European w^ar, but he neglects to go into details 
as to the basis of his conclusions.

To advocate a more democratic pro 
'cednre of amending the federal consti- 
tution, the committee 
on the federal 
constitution 
has been 
organised 
with 
headquarters at 67 Shermerhorn street, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Indiana is represented 
oin the committee by John A. Lapp, of 
Indianapolis, and Frank II. Streightoff, 
of Greencastle. 


Seba Eldridgc, organizer for the com- 
mittee, has just issued a booklet setting 
forth the needs for a more democratic 
procedure in bringing about changes in 
the constitution of the United States. 
The committee declares the people 
at 
this time have no proper control over 
their fundamental law. 
The belief of 
Eldridge is that our institutions, as a 
consequence, do not reflect the will of 
the people, but do 
reflect 
the Avill of 
forces that 
are 
opposed 
against 
the 
people's true interest. 


Two amendments have been made to 
the federal constitution in recent years, 
and those who stand on the old system 
urge that this goes to prove the people 
are able to alter their organic law. 
It 
is pointed out by the committee on the 
federal constitution that the history of 
the income tax 
anicndiiipnt 
and 
the 
amendment to permit a direct vote for 
United States senators go to indicate 
there is need for a change of procedure 
in bringing about amendments. 


It Avas eighteen years after the in- 
come tax law was declared to be uncon- 
stitutional that the people finally got 
the constitution so amended as to pro- 
vide for an income tax. 


It was only when many states had 
adopted indirect means for electing their 
senators by popular vote, and after all 
citizens were agreed in favor of 
the 
direct election of senators that the peo- 
ple at last got the constitutional amend- 
ment by which the senate has been car- 
ried closer to the 
grass 
roots. 
The 
adoption of 
the 
senatorial 
election 
p.mendment was a ratification of extra- 
h-ga] methods then being used by sev- 
eral states. 


While it is 
true 
these 
important 
amendments might have been adopted 
earlier, yet, as Eldridge points out, the 
old system compels an almost 
unani- 
mous demand for an amendment before 
it can be had. One more than one-third 
of the membership of the congress can 
prevent even the proposal of an amend- 
ment to thp people. 
One more than one 
foiirtii of the states can prnvent 
the 
ratification of an amendment after it 
lias been submitted to the states. 
The 
control is not a positfvo majority rule, 
but an olistructivp minoritv rule. 


DIVORCE MADE EASY, 


(Terre Ha^te Star.) 


The records of the county clerk show 
that 3,45s divorces were granted in Chi- 
cago in lf>]4. 
An analysis of the fig- 
ures 
indicates some verv plain 
facts 
which probably apply to divorces else- 
Avhere in the United States as well as 
to those granted in Chicago. 


There were only 102 cases 
contest- 
ed. 
The remaining 
35(5 went by de- 
fault and of those 2,542 were instituted 
by women. Almost half of those women, 
or 1.045, charged their husbands with 
desertion. There were 535 degroes grant- 
ed to men, who alleged that their wives 
had deserted them. 
The next most im- 
jiortant cause was cruelty, a total of 
(iftS decrees having been granted on that 
ground. 
Infidelity was ranged 
next, 
with 3S8 cases, and drunkenness fourth, 
with 20r; divorces to its discredit. 


It is apparent fr om those figures that 
only about one divorco in thirty-throe 
was awarded as a result of a trial of 
the merits of the case. 
The applicants 
in the other thirty-two suits went into 
coiirt with 
whatever 
cause of 
action 
seemed to them most convenient 
and 
least distasteful. 
Naturally they most 
readily alleged desertion when husbands 
or wives were gone and not expected to 
put in an appearance. 
Next to deser- 
tion it was easiest for an applicant to 
rrmember some .acts of cruelty and to 
find witnesses ready to corroborate tes- 
timony on that charge. 


ft is significant that in the total of 
.'5,458 cases there were only seventy-two 
involving those who owned their homes. 
It is also significant that there were 
no children in 2,171 of the cases. 


The clerk, in his report, says 
that 
the law should be BO amended to make 
the state's attorney a party to every 
divorce case. 
That is a good sugges- 
tion. 
It -would result in bringing out 
the facts in thousands of 
imcontested 
cases and put an end to much of the 
fraud and collusion undoubtedly 
prac- 
ticed at present. 
And by making di- 
vorce more difficult to obtain it would 
tend to prevent hasty, ill-advised mar- 
riages and to increase respect for matri- 
mony.

C.—Agricultural 
opportunity is beginning to lure 
the 
American farmer-pioneer thousands of 
miles across the Pacitic to the virgin, 
tropics to grow cocoanuts and hemp as 
he now raises corn and potatoes. 


Harry T. Edwards, director of agri- 
culture in the Philippines, who for years 
has made this governmental branch of 
far reaching service in the islands, pre- 
dicts that the movement will grow. 


He shatters as myth the oft-repeated 
assertion that 
the white man 
cannot 
work in the tropics. 


"He's doing it right now in the Phil-

nuts, come into bearing about the fifth 
or sixth year, reaching full maturity 
in the tenth or twelfth. 


"They are set out in the field about 
thirty feet apart, averaging fifty trees 
to the acre. 
Under suitable conditions 
a grove will produce 100 nuts per treo 
after the sixth year.

annual production of 5,000 nuts, or one 
ton of copra (the dried meat of the nut, 
which is the chief commercial product 
of the coconut) per acre.

"These two crops at present offer the 
best chance for the average white agri- 
cultural pioneer in the island tropics,

Although statistics gathered by realty 
>nd building e.xperts and 
government 
Bnd city officials show 
t h a t this 
has 
been the poorest year in the ])ast ten 
in h'lilding and construction work, Fort 
Wayne is running right along at 
the 
top •with an enormous amount of it in 
progress. 


The work may be divided into three 
large groups, the public and commercial 
buildings, residence buildings, and pub- 
lic utilitipfi construction. 
Fort 
Wayne 
ranks far in advance of other cities of 
her size this year in all three depart- 
ments. 


In the past half dozen 
years 
Fort 
Wayne has stood well to the front, and 
especially last year it was far in the 
van in building of all kinds. 


Big Construction Jobs. 


In big construction 
work 
with 
the 
completion of the downtown track ele- 
vation, Fort Wayne finished one of Indi- 
ana's biggest jobs, but this year 
the 
work on Wayne trace elevation on the 
Pennsylvania 
company 
still 
employs 
hundreds of men and is an undertaking 
of no small proportions. 


It will require not only the summer, 
hut also the late fall or winter to fin- 
ish this. 
Work is well along, but there 
etill remains an unusually large amount 
of earth to be moved and concrete and 
steel work to be done. 


And the elevation has a rival here as 
a big job—the Harrison street bridge. 
Here one of Indiana's largest concrete 


bridges Is being put in, a construction 
work larger than any but the men in- 
timately 
acquainted with it 
imagine. 
Then there are a score of other jobs 
smaller, but still of considerable size 
for an off year t h a t are employing many 
Fort Wayne men. 


Several Sdiools. 


The Harmer school, which when 
fin- 
ished will be one of the 
finest 
public 
.school buildings in the city, is nearing 
completion very rapidly, and except for 
a little trimming about the entrances 
and some of the windows the exterior 
is finished now. 
The interior will re- 
quire several months a t least to 
finish, 
but it is hoped t h a t school may be held 
in the building in the fall. 


Many people who nave passed it and 
seen 
the name "Harmar" graven 
in 
stone above the entrance, feel t h a t a 
mistake has been made and t h a t an "a" 
was used instead of an "e." 
However, 
the chaaige in the name was intentional 
and was inspired by patriotic motives. 


WTien Harmer street was named after 
General Harmar, it was misspelled, and 
for years has been known by the wrong 
spelling. 
However, the architects 
and 
the school board decided t h a t the name 
should be correct on the school, and the 
name above the door stands as a monu- 
ment to one of the bravest soldiers of 
the days of early exploration and set- 
tlement. 


So it i.s Harmar, named after the man, 
and not for the street. 


St. Peter's school, the first in the city 


to have an open-air or health school 
room, is nearly 
finished, 
in St. Peter's 
square, on Hanna, DeWald and St. Mar- 
tin's streets. 
The east side of the build- 
ing has the entire upper portion utilized 
as a hall, and this already is fmishea. 
Meetings have been held in this big as- 
sembly room already. 


The evolution of the "school 
hall" 
fi om a place under the attic where spare 
benches are stored and lectures are heW 
at intervals into a modern 
institution 
is painted 
very clearly at St. Peter's 
hall. 
A great room t h a t extends the 
entire length of the Hanna street side 
of the bviilding, and is artistically dec- 
orated, serves as a meeting place for 
the societies, a convention hall and an 
entertainment center. 
Beautifully dec- 
orated and finished in excellent tast«,, it 
is ideal. 


The school extends 
along 
DeWald 
street and is modem and up-to-date in 
every respect. 
Here the open-air room 
ie located, and other things equally as 
modem and practical will be found. St. 
Peters' parish 
certainly 
should 
feel 
proud of the now home it has given its 
children and its young people's socie- 
ties. 


Although work 
only 
recently 
was 
commenced on the 
Cathetlral 
school, 
within a few weeks the building will be- 
gin to take shape. 
The foundations are 
finished now and a few of the steel work 
beams and sleepers are in place. 
It is 
to be, located on the site of 
the 
old 
school at JefTerson and Clinton streets.

married one of Mrs. Porters sister®. 


Early in September, 1868, Mrs. Por- 
ter related, the 
counterfeiting 
gang 
learned that a wealthy 
cattle 
buyer 
and his son was on his way west to 
buy stock. 


"The night of the murder," said Mrs. 
Porter, "I was awakened by noises out- 
side. 
Five 
men 
carrying 
something 
wrapped up in a quilt, were coming down 
the road. 
It was moonlight and they 
soon saw me. They told me that if I ever 
told what I had seen they would kill' me. 
They put the body in an old well near 
the house and then came back and made 
me wash the quilt. 


"In the moonlight I saw a wagon drawn 
by an ox team standing in the road; in 
the wagon was a chest. 
I afterwards 
found out that they had buried the chest 
in a locust grove. The body of a boy who 
was with the cattle buyer also was buried 
in a shallow grave near the same spot." 


Some time after the murder Mrs. Porter 
came to Missouri. 
Jonathan Dark, she 
.said, becoming fearful lest the secret be- 
come known, followed her and later was 
killed by her sister in 
Mrs. 
Porter's 
home. 


"It is not true that I told Prank James 
about the treasure chest," said Mrs. Por- 
ter. 
"I knew the James boy, but I never 
told them."

MORE 
EFFICIENT 
SUBMARINES. 


Washington, 
July 
10.—Plans 
for 
making tho American submarine more 
efficient than that of any other power 
are being worked out by the navy gen- 
eral board, it became known here to- 
day, In connection 
with 
information 
that the next building program of the 
navy 
would 
Include 
estimates 
for 
nearly double the number of under- 
sea craft appropriated for by the last 
«eavlon of congreai. 


"will assume to guarantee that 
those 
vessels have no contraband on board, 
details of arrangements for the unham- 
pered 
iiassage of these vessels to be 
agreed 
upon 
by 
naval 
authorities of 
both sides," left the implication in the 
minds of many olficials that 
Germany 
was prepared to destroy American pas- 
senger ships if they were found to be 
carrying contraband. 


Held Violation of Law. 


Even though passengers and crew of 
a neutral ship were transferred to a 
place of safety, the destruction of the 
vessel for carrying contraband has been 
held by the United States to be in vio- 
lation of international law except in an 
extreme case. Such destruction has been 
held in direct opposition of the treaty 
of 1818. 


It is recalled that the last note which 
(iermany sent on the Frye case 
this 
treaty was given a new interpretation 
in that the right to stop American ships 
carrying 
contraband 
and 
even to de- 
stroy them was believed for the 
first 
time to be a natural inference from the 
language of tlie treaty. 


Justifies Lusitania Case. 


The reference in the new note to the 
Luhitania 
tragedy created 
a 
profound 
impression. 
After 
having 
asked 
the 
United States to consider that the Lu.si 
tania was in reality an armed auxiliary 
cruiser and carried high explosives, the 
German government, it now seems, lias 
fornuiliy justilied the action of the sub- 
marine commander in sniking the vea- 
sel, thereby refusing to disavow the act 
as tho United States had reciuested. 


The stutenient that the German sub- 
marine commander could not have halt- 
ed the vessel without 
submitting 
liis 
boat and crew to danger of destruction 
and the assertion that it was not ex- 
pected the Lusitania would sink imme- 
diately after being torpedoed, but would 
remain afloat while passengers were re- 
moved to her boats, was taken to mean 
that Germany held that regardless of 
whether the Lusitania was armed, the 
submarine commander 
took a 
proper 
course in torpedoing tho ship without 
warning. 


Regarded as Irrelevant. 


The argument that England by vio- 
lating international law in her embargo 
on commerce with Germany had begun 
a policy of starvation 
for 
Germany's 
civilian population, was viewed bv oHi- 
cials as entirely irrelevant. 
The United 
States has insisted 
that 
its relations 
with one belligerent are not to bo con- 
founded with its controversies with an- 
other, and that the Lusitania case con- 
stitutes a niftatsiie 
«jueation which must 
be settled apart from any negotiations 
this government may have with other 
nations. 


It was recalled by some officials that 
Herr 
von Jagow, the German foreign 
minister, recently in a published inter- 
view, announced that England had not 
succeeded in starving Germany and that 
the blockade policy had been a failure. 
In view of this announcement ofRciala 
were 
not 
inclined 
to 
attach 
much 
weight to the starvation argument. 


View Vigorously Disputed. 


The view that Americans on board 
belligerent 
ships were entitled to no 
more protection than neutrals would be 
on land in a war zone was vigorously 
disputed by officials, who pointed out 
that jurisdiction of the belligerent on 
land was complete, while the high seas 
are jointLv owned by all nations. 
Tho 
only definite proposal made by Germany 
to' change the present status—tho sug- 
gestion 
that four enemy ^ships 
could 
sail under the American flag if neutral 
passenger facilities proved inadequate— 
was considered certain of rejection be- 
cause, aside from other considerations 
of principle involved, the United States 
could not undertake to guarantee any 
intorference with the lawful shipment 
of contrabfind from its shores to any of 
the belligerents.

Berlin, July 10.—The text of the Ger- 
man reply to the recent American note 
regarding submarine warfare is as fol- 
lows: 


"The undersigned has the honor to 
make the following reply to his excel- 
lency, Ambassador Gerard, to the note 
of the tenth ultimo, 
re the impair- 
ment of American interests by the Ger- 
man submarine war. The imperial gov- 
ernment learned with satisfaction from 
the note how 
earnestly the govern- 
ment of the United States is concerned 
in seeing the principles 
of humanity 
realized in the present war. Also this 
appeal finds ready echo in Germany and 
the imperial government is quite willing 
to permit its statements and decisions 
in the present case to be governed by 
the principles of humanity just as it has 
done always. 


"The imperial government welcomed 
with gratitude when the American gov- 
ernment, in the note of May 15, itself 
recalled that Germany had always per- 
mitted itself to be governed by the 
principles of progress and humanity in 
dealing with the law of maritime war. 
Since the time 
when 
Frederick the 
Great negotiated with John Adams, Ben- 
jamin Franklin and Thomas Jefferson, 
ithe treaty of friendship and commerce 
of September 0, 178.5, between Prussia 
and the republic of the west, German 
and American statesmen have, in fact, 
always stood together in the struggle 
for the freedom of the seas and for the 
protection of peaceful trade. In the m- 
ternational 
proceedings, 
which 
since 
have been conducted for the regulation 
of the laws of martime war, Germany 
and America have jointly advocated pro- 
gressive principles, especially the abol- 
ishment of the right of capture at sea 
and the protection of the interests of 
neutrals. 


Says Germany Was Willing. 


"Even at the beginning of the pres- 
ent war, the German government im- 
mediately declared 
its willingness, in 
response to proposals of the American 
government, to ratify the Declaration of 
London, and thereby subject itself in 
the use of its naval forces to all the 
restrictions provided therein in favor of 
neutrals. 
German.y likewise has been 
always tenacious of the principle that 
war should 
be conducted against the 
armed and organized forcei^ of an enemy 
country, but that the enemv eivili-in 
population mu.st be spared as tar as pos- 
sible from the measures of war. The 
imperial government (•!ieri--li('s ti'.e deli- 
nite hope that some waN- will be frtuntl 
when peace is coneluded. or perhaiis 
earlier, to regulate the 
of iiiaritime 
war ill a manner gun rant i'< in;r the free- 
dom of tlie seas, and mIII welcome it 
with 
(gratitude and salisfattion if it 
•an 
W o r k hand-in-hand M-ith the Ameri- 
•aii government on that oi^asion. 


•if" ill the present war the principles 
wliich should be the ideal of the future 
have been traverfjed more and more, the 
longer its duration, the German govern- 
ment has no guilt therein. It is known 
to the American government, how Ger- 


many's adversaries, by completely par- 
alyzing peaceable traffic between Ger- 
many and neutral countries, have aimed 
from the very beginning and with in- 
creasing lack of consîtîpration. at the dt;- 
struction, not so much 
of the armed 
forces as tlie life of the German nation, 
repudiating in doing so all the rules of 
international law and disregarding all 
riglits of neutrals. 


Action By England. 


"On November 3, 1!)14, England de- 
clared tlie Xortli sea a war area and by 
planting pooriy anchored mines and by 
the stoppage and capture of vessels, 
made passage extremely dangerous and 
difficult for neutral shipping, actually 
blockading neutraJ coasts and ports con- 
trary to {ill international law. Long 
before tl.t beginning of submarine war, 
England practically 
completely 
inter- 
cepted legitimate neutral navigation to 
Germany also. Thus Germany was driv- 
en to a siibmarine war on trade. 


"On November 14, 1914, the English 
premier declared in the house of com- 
mons, that it was one of England's prin- 
cipal tasks to pi event food for the Ger- 
man population from reaching Germany 
via neutral ports. 
Since March 1, Eng- 
land has been taking from neutral ships 
without further formality all merchan- 
dise proceeding to Germany, as well as 
all merchandise coining from Germany, 
even when neutral property. 
Just as it 
was also with the Boers, the Cierman 
people is now to be given the choice of 
perishing from starvation with its wom- 
and and children or of relinquishing its 
independence. 


Driven to It, He Says. 


"While our enemies thus loudly and 
openly proclaimed war without mercy 
until our utter destruction was accom- 
plished, we were conducting a war in 
self-defense for our national existence 
and for the sake of peace of an assured 
permanence. 
We have been obliged to 
adopt a submarine warfare to meet the 
declared intentions of our enemies and 
the method of warfare adopted by them 
in contravention of international law. 


"With all its efforts in principle to pro- 
tect neutral life and property from dam- 
age, as much as possible, the German 
government recognized unreservedly in 
its memorandum 
of February 4, that 
the interests of neutrals 
might suffer 
from the submarine warfare. However, 
the American government will also im- 
derstand and appreciate 
that in the 
fight 
for existence, 
which has been 
forced upon Germany by its adversaries 
and announced by them, it is the sacred 
duty of the imperial government to do 
all within its power to protect and save 
the lives of German 
subjects. If the 
imperial government were derelict in 
these its duties, it would be guilty be- 
fore God and history of the violation of 
those principles 
of 
highest humanity 
which are the foundation of every na- 
tional existence. 


Case of the Lusitaola. 


"The case of the Lusitania 
shows 
with horrible clearness to what jeopar- 
dizing of human lives the manner of 


conducting war employed by our adver- 
saries leads. In the most direct contra- 
diction of international law, all distinc- 
tions between 
merchantmen and war 
vessels have been obliterated by the or- 
der to British 
merchantmen to arm 
themselves, and to ram submarines, and 
tl;e promise of rewards therefore, and 
neutrals who use merchantmen as travel- 
ers thereby have been ex];osed in an in- 
creasing degree to all the dangers of 
war. 


"If the commander of the German 
submarine, which destroyed the Lusi- 
tania had caused the crew and passen- 
gers to take to the boats before firing 
a torpedo, this would have meant the 
sure destruction 
of his own vessel. 
After experiences in sinking much small- 
er and less seaworthy vessels, it was to 
be expected that a mighty ship like the 
Lusitania 
would remain 
above 
water' 
long enough even after tlie torpedoing' 
to permit passengers to enter the ship's 
boats. 
Circumstances of a very pecu- 
liar kind, e.specially the presence on 
board of large quantities of liighly ex- 
plosive materials 
iword omitted, pos- 
sibly "dissipated"') tliis expectation. In 
addition, it ma\' be pointed out tliat if 
the Lusitania had been spared, thou- 
sands of cases of munitions would have 
been sent to Germany's enemies and 
thereby thousands of German mothers 
and children robbed of breadwinners. 


"In the si)irit of friendship, where- 
with the German nation has been imbued 
towards the union and its inhabitants 
since the earliest days of existence, tlic 
imperial 
government 
will 
always be 
ready to do all it can during the pres- 
ent war, also to prevent the jeopardizing 
of lives of American citizens . The im- 
perial 
government, 
therefore, 
repeats 
the assurances that American ships will 
not be hindered in the prosecution of 
legitimate 
shipping and the lives of 
American 
citizens in 
neutral 
vessels 
shall not be placed in jeopardy. 


Suggests One Way Oiit. 


"In order to exclude any unforeseen 
dangers to American passenger steamers, 
made possible in view of the conduct of 
maritime war by Germany's adversaries, 
German submarines will be instructed to 
permit the free and safe passage of such 
passenger steamers when made recogniz- 
able by special markings and notified a 
reasonable time in a^lvance. 
The im- 
perial government, however, confidently 
hopes that 
the American 
government 
will assume to guarantee that these ves- 
sels have no contraband on board, de- 
tails of arrangement for the unhampered 
passage of these vessels to be agreed 
upon by the naval authorities of both 
sides. 


"In order to furnish ade<juate facil- 
ities for travel across the Atlantic for 
American citizens, the German govern- 
ment submits for consideration a pro- 
posal to increase the number of avail- 
able steamers by installing in passen- 
ger service a reasonable number of neu- 
tral steamers under the American flag, 
the exact number to be agreed upon un- 


der the same condition as the - above 
mentioned American steamers. 


"The imperial government believes it 
can assume that in this manner ade- 
quate facilities for travel across the At- 
lantic ocean can be afforded American 
citizens. 
There would, therefore, appear 
to be no compelling necessity for Amer 
ican citizens to travel to Europe in time 
of war on ships carrying an enemy flag. 
In particular, the imperial government 
is unable to admit that American citi- 
zens can protect an enemy ship through 
the mere fact of their presence on board. 
Followed England's Example. 


"Germany merely followed England'^! 
example, when she declared part of the 
high seas an area of war. Consequent- 
ly, accident.s suflTercd by neutrals on 
enemy ships in this area of war cannot 
well be judged differently from acci- 
dents to which neutrals are at all times 
expo.sed at the seat of Mar on land 
when they betake themselves into dan- 
gerous localities in spite of 
previou'5 
warnings. 
If, however, it should not be 
possible for the American government to 
acquire an adequate number of neutral 
pas.=ienger steamers, the imperial gov- 
ernment is prepared to interpose no ob- 
jections to the placing under the Amer- 
ican flag by the American government 
of four enemy passenger steamers for 
pas.senger traffic between North America 
and England. 
Assurances of 'free and 
safe' passage for American 
passenger 
steamers won'«! extend to apph' under 
the identical pro-conditions to these for- 
merly hostile passenger steamers. 


"The president of the t'nited States 
has declared his readiness, in a way de- 
serving of thanks, to communicate and 
suggest proposals to the government of 
Great Britain, with particular reference 
to the alteration of maritime war. The 
imperial government will always be glad 
to make use of the good offices of the 
president and hopes that his efforts in 
the present ease, a? well as in the direc- 
tion of the lofty ideal of the freedom of 
the seas, will lead to an understanding. 


"The undersigned reque.sts the am- 
bassador to bring the above to the 
know'u'dge of the American government 
and avails himself of the opportunity 
to renew to his excellency the assurance 
of his most distinguished consideration.

Richardson street, were to start out and 
travel continuously the same number of 
miles t h a t they have during the 
fifteen 
years they have served as rural rout« 
carriers out of Fort Wayne they would 
circle the 
globe 
five 
times 
and 
then 
have a few miles to spare. 


Messrs. Arnold and Beerman are the 
oldest rural route carriers out of 
the 
Fort W a y n e postoffice in point of serv- 
ice and have each traveled a total 
of 
126.00(1 miles. 
The approximate length 
of each route is twenty-eight miles and 
as each have been on d u t y on an aver- 
age of three hundred days out of each 
year for fifteen years the estimate of 
the number of miles traveled is fairly 
accurate. 


Both 
were 
appointed 
in 
September, 
1900, Arnold receiving his 
appointment 
a day or two before Beerman. 
On Oc- 
tober 1, 1900. they made their first trip 
and have been on d u t y practically ev- 
ery day since except Sundays, holidays 
and the days they are allowed for va- 
cation. 
Mr. Arnold has 
missed 
just 
eleven days during the fifteen years he 
carried the mail on account of sickness 
and 5Ir. Beerman has a record alm,08t 
as good. 
Both are reliable and pains- 
taking, 
always 
courteous and 
consid- 
erate 
and 
to their credit it must be 
said t h a t no complaint has ever been 
egistered against them. 


No E a s y Job. 
Mr. Arnold is sixty-six years old and 
is as hale and h e a r t y as a man. m a n y 
yeaw his junior. 
Mr. Beerman is f o r t y 
years 
old and was 
only 
twenty-five 
ears old when he received his appoint- 
ment. 


The outdoor life has agreed w i t h both 
of them, though it m u s t not be under- 
stood t h a t carrying the mail is an easy 
ob, for it isn't. 
Riding in a 
wa^on— 
or automobile—day in and day out for 
fifteen 
long years in all sorts of weath- 
er, through storms of every description, 
over good, bad and indifferent roads, is 
no "snap." 
The 
average mail 
wagon 
cannot 
be compared 
with 
a 
Pullman, 
even though 
the m o d e m 
wagon 
ia 
a 
great improvement 
over 
the 
wagons 
t h a t were used when rural routes were 
iirst established. 


Travela in an Auto. 
As a general thing, however, Mr. Ar- 
nold makes his trip in an 
automobile 
and it is predicted t h a t the time is not 
f a r 
distant 
when 
all 
the rural 
route 
carriers 
will deliver 
the 
mail 
in 
this 
manner for the p-reater p a r t of the year, 
at least. 
Wonderful improvements have 
been made in the roads of late years 
and in this respect Allen county is very 
fortunate. 


And it might bo mentioned in pass- 
ing t h a t the rural route is as much re- 
sponsible for good roads throughout the 
country as any other one thing. 
Uncle 
Sam put the m a t t e r squarely up to the 
people. 
If 
they 
wanted 
rural 
routes 
they had to construct good roads 
t h a t 
are passable 
in rainy weather as well 
a.s in nice •weather. 
As a result 
the 
campaign for good roads received a won- 
derful impetus. 
The 
farmers 
wanted 
the rural routes and the cities 
wanted 
thom, too. so no time was lost in com- 
plying with I'ncle Sam's proposal. 


First Route an Experiment. 
The rural route was 
first 
established 
as an experiment. 
It was argued t h a t 
the 
farmer had just as good right 
t o 
have hi.s mail delivered to his door as 
the city 
folk. 
He 
helps pay the 
ex- 
penses 
of 
the 
government 
and 
there 
should be no discrimination. 
But 
the 
practicability 
of such 
a system 
was 
questioned even by the farmers 
them- 
selves who were to derive the benefit.s. 
It was 
contended 
t h a t 
a 
sufficient 
amount of bu.siness could not be derived 
to justify the expense and while there 
are no rural routes t h a t are 
self-sus- 
taining and 
probably 
never 
w-ill 
be 
there are very few departments of 
the 
postal service t h a t are as shown by the 
recent 
deficit. 
Mr. Beerman 
tells 
of 
one patron on his route who for four 
years refused to p u t up a box, declar- 
ing t h a t the government was trying to 
put something over on him. 
After four 
years, however, he saw the error of his 
way and put up a box and i.s now as 
enthusiastic over the rural route as any 
of 
his 
neighborSj 
There were 
many 
other such instances. 


The 
rural 
route played 
havoc 
with 
the rural postofTicea and to an 
e.xtent 
broke up the daily gathering 
at 
the 
cross 
roads 
stores where 
the 
farmers 
for miles around would gather, spit to- 
bacco juice on the stove, wiiittle shav- 
ings all over the floor .and discuss 
the 
late.-it gossip. 
As a matter of fact all 
the 
cross roads postoflices were 
abol- 
ished. 
These were served by star routes, 
which 
were let to the lowest 
bidders. 
TJie farmer who enjoyed these 
things, 
for it atlorded him a good excuse to get

that 
enter

other counties. 
There are fifteen routes 
out of Fort Wayne and 
approximately 
^O.OOO routes in the United States and 
new ones are being established 
ripht 
along. 
W i t h 
the 
inauguration of 
the 
rural route system 
in 
Allen 
county 
about twelve postoffices W(*re abandoned.

First Route in iSgg. 


The first rural route in Allen county 
was established in 1890 and was known 
as Route 1. 
Lafayette D. Beaber 
was 
the carrier, 
being appointed 
on 
Octo- 
ber IC), IROO. 
He later resigned on ac- 
count of ill health. 
The next 
carrier 
appointed 
was Frederick 
R. Hamilton. 
He received his appointment on Novem- 
ber 10. ]SnO, and traveled out 
of the 
Fort W a y n e postoffice for a number of 
years when he was transferred to rural 
route 1 out of Laurel, Ind. 
He is still 
in the service and is one of the pioneer 
carriers in 
Indiana. 


IMr. Arnold 
was 
appointed 
to 
carry 
mail on rnrol route 4 and 
while 
the 
route is still known by that numbor it 
has been changed and 
now almost 
an 
entirely 
different territory 
is 
covered. 
The cliange was made 
in 
1004. 
The 
route 
ori'.'inally went out 
the 
Goshen 
load to Ilixter's corner, from there to 
Everett 
lake 
and 
in on the 
Leesburg 
road. 
He now goes out the Hoshen road, 
turning 
Ilappel's corner, south a mile 
and a riuarter. east to St. John's 
Lu- 
theran church, south to the .Tones school, 
west 
to the Sterling corner, thence 
to 
the r.ee.slturfr road, then to Ewiug ave- 
nue to tlie illinois road and then home. 


Caught in Terrific Storm. 


Mr. Arnold ha.s never had a 
serious 
Bccident. 
In 
1000 his 
western 
pony 
broke Joo.se at t)ie postoflice and before 
it could be caught played havoc t o the 
beautiful lawn aroimd the federal build- 
ing. 
He was in the ofT^oe assorting his 
mail at the time. 
In 1004 he was caught 
in a terriffic l»ind storm and to keep 
his wagon from blowing over he hud to 
hold onto a tree until it had 
passed. 
He has been in snow storms many times 
and ha.s had many thrilling experience.^ 
trving to plow his way 
through 
the 
drifts. 


Although Mr. Arnold now carries his 
mail practically every day in his au- 
tomobile 
during 
the 
fifteen 
years 
he 
has been in the service he has owned 
more than a dozen horses, Avhich is ac- 
counted for by the fact that he is some- 
what of a horse trader. 
Rural 
route 
service is very hard on horses and not 
many of them can stand the strain for 
niany years. 
Wliencver Mr. Arnold saw 
that one of his horses was 
beginning 
to fail 
he immediately 
looked 
for a 
trade and ns a general thing he npver 
had to look very long. 
And 
in 
hia 


trades he was always very 
successful. 
He was a good judge of "hoss" 
flesh. 


Salary Has Increased. 


WTien he 
first 
started as 
a carrier 
there were lo7 boxes on his route and 
s t the end of four years there were 225 
boxes and 250 patron.s. 
Since the route 
has been changed, however, he has 144 
boxes and hlO patrons. 
Tie started 
on 
a salary of $500 a year and is now get- 
ting .91", 
16(1. 


The argument is often made that ru- 
ral 
route 
carriers are 
not 
.«ufRciently 
l>aid and wiieu considering 
t h a t 
they 
have to provide their own conveyances, 
keep their horses or automobiles which 
are a constant expense, the salary ia 
certainly meager enough. 


Bcerman's First Route No. 5. 


^li. IJeerman was 
first 
appointed 
as 
carrier on rural route o. but when the 
routes were rearranged it was changed 
t<> inmiiier 7. 
His iirst route was out 
on the Bluflton road to Sandpo'nt over 
to the upper Huntington road, then he 
Tna<le a circle of Nine Jlile to t h e Indi- 
anapolis road, over the Bluffton road 
to the Huntington road, then t o 
Fair- 
field avenue, down 
the 
river road 
t o 
Broadway and home. 
The route 
now 
starts out on Hale avenue t o the Mil- 
ler road, then to the Huntington road, 
to Aboite Center road, to t h e Whitley 
county line, then over to the Liberty 
]\IiIl3 road, cast on Liberty Mills roj^d to 
the Friendship church, thence one mile 
south 
to Homestead corners and 
then 
Avest on the Huntington

Many Thrilling Experiences. 


Tiike Mr. Arnold, he has had 
m a n y 
thrilling and 
exciting experiences, 
but 
has never been in any serious accidents. 
He recalls most vividly being caught in 
a snow storm in 1011 when his wagon 
was overturned and he narrowly escap- 
ed being caught underneath. 
He 
had 
a stove in the wagon and a short time 
before had built up a good 
fire. 
Stove, 
fire, mail and all were overturned, Mit 
fortunately 
the 
wagon 
did not 
catch 
fire and none of th« mail was lost or 
damaged. 


Owned One Horse Thirteen Years. 


Ihuifig his 
fifteen 
years as mail car- 
rier he has <iwncd five horses, one horse 
he iiaving used for thirteen years. 
The 
good old animal had done faitliful serv- 
ice and as a reward Mr. l^ecrman 
has 
turjied him out on pasture and the few 
remaining years of his life will be spent 
in peace and quietude. 


Mr. Beerman also started on a yearly 
salary of $¡100 and is now receiving $1,- 
200, his route being a little longer t h a n 
Mr. Arnold's, which accounts 
for 
the 
$34 more on the year. 


Botli Messrs. Arnold and Beerman are 
popular 
with their patrons and 
espe- 
cially with the children along the route. 
Like the trains that run on the rail- 
roads they have a certain schedule and 
usually reach each house a t about the 
same time every day. 
It is surprising 
the presents they receive almost every 
week in the form of chickens, eggs, but- 
ter, vegetables and the like. 
On Christ- 
was day they come in with their wagons 
almost loaded to the doors. 


Horseless Wagoa. 
^Yhi^o J. George Brudi, carrier on ru- 
ral route 2, does not have an automo- 
bile he nevertheless has a horseless wag- 


on. 
Instead of a horse he uses a don- 
key and a circus donkey at 
that—one 
t h a t kno^fs all the tricks of th(3 circus. 
Sometimes 
the 
aforesaid 
donkey 
for- 
gets t h a t he is on a rural mail route 
and a t t e m p t s to go through the stunts 
that he used to "pull o f f when in the 
circus. 
A few years ago he broke aw.ay 
and made a grand rush for the old Driv- 
ing park race track, where he waa found 
v/alking around on his hind legs, stand- 
ing on one ear aiid going through other 
tricks t h a t ho used t o do v,-hilc with 
the 
circus. 
Two of the carriers 
are 
carrying their mail this summer on mo- 
torcycles. 


Will Improve Service. 


An effort is now being made t o ex- 
tend the 
rural route service in Allen 
county so t h a t m a n y additional families 


will receive mail a t their doora. 
Unde» 
tile present arrangements m a n y families 
in the county are compelled t o 
walk 
to cross roads to receivo their 
mail. 
Congressman 
Cline has strongly 
peti- 
tioned the department for early action 
in the 
matter.

She is

Herzog, like every good business 
man. Is a keen student of his busi- 
ness and almost lives with it. 
He 
thinks baseball morning, noon and 
night. 
That is the reason why he Is 
one 
of the 
most interesting 
and 
most forceful managers in the game 
today. 
Given a team with the same 
spirit that its manager displays, the 
same 
unquenchable 
optimism, 
the 
same desire to win and the same 
confidence in its ability to win, and 
the National league race would be 
all over but the shouting.

other player, except Eddie Plank, in 
the game. 
Couple this with his un- 
approached ability, and his

and force in a contest is unsurpass- 
ed. 


But Herzog, from his position as 
manager, and because of the fact 
that he is behind virtually every 
play his team pulls off and is in 
there fighting every inch with the 
knowledge 
that the 
responsibility 
Is his, 
is without doubt the great- 
est Individual unit In a game today. 


Many a fan will tell 
you 
that 
"Buck" Herzog Is a rowdy. 
Maybe 
he Is, but he is a fair rowdy if he 
is anything. 
But 
he rides 
th^m 
fairly. 
They 
will tell 
you 
that 
themselves. 


STANDS BY 
HIS PLAYERS. 


Not long ago a Cincinnati 
out- 
fielder made an awful bone on re- 
laying the ball to the infield, allow- 
ing a runner to advance a base. 
The bleachers "rode" him to death. 
As he catne in Herzog yelled 
so 
that everybody in the park heard 
him, "Never mind, old scout, I told 
you where to play it. 
It's up to 
me, not you. ' 


As the player came up to 
the 
bench he said to Herzog in bewil- 
derment, "Why Buck you never told 
me where to throw that ball." 


"No, you poor boob," Herzog shot 
back, "but 1 thought those guys out 
in the bleachers were getting your 
goat. 
It's my fault anyway for hav- 
ing a wooden headed stiff like you 
on a real ball club." 


Probably there is no team in all 
three leagues that has the trouble 


with the umpires 
ihat 
Cincinnati 
does. 
But there's one thing you will 
notice. 
Herzog is takins the brunt 
of the attack all the time. 


When Buck had his eye laid open 
by 
Umpire 
Rigler'i; 
mask in St.

He came to the plate and waved 
Leach back to the bench.

I have never seen a Cincinnati 
player fighting the rulings of the 
umpires without Herzog being up 
there, chasing his men to the bench 
and doing the talking himself. When 
a Cincinnati player is put out of 
the game it is because Herzog can- 
not get to the umps quick enough 
or 
because the ump 
gets 
to 
the 
heart 
of 
the thing 
at 
once 
and 
knows that the player and not Her- 
zog is really to blame no matter 
how much Herzog may talk. 


Herzog's 
confidence in 
himself, 
which is supreme, and 
his confi- 
dence in his own ball club, which 
is also supreme, may be his final 
undoing. 
Herzog believes he has 
the best club In the world. If every 
player believed It, too, they would 
be 
unbeatable. 
But as 
"love 
is 
blind," so may Herzog be blind to 
the faults and defects and his own 
enthusiasm may in the end spell 


defeat for his club and tne snorien- 
ing of his career as a big league 
manager. 


TI.M HI RST DEAD. 


^ It is not generally knov/n by the 
present generation of fans that Tim 
Hurst, the veteran umpire, was at 
one time manager of the St. Louis 
Browns while B. S. Muckenfuss was 
president of the club, owing to Chris 
Von der Ahe being tied up with le- 
gal troubles. 
This was at the time 
the club played in Von der Ahe s 
famous "Coney Island of the West" 
Park, with a race track, a shoot- 
the-shoots 
and 
other 
amusement 
features, and the unlimited sale of 
beer in the 
stands. 
Money 
was 
scarce 
with the team losing, and 
Hurst had to get his club around 
the circuit as best he could. Salaries 
were low, and the class of players 
on the team of the kind to cause 
trouble. 
Somebody told Hurst the 
players were drinking too 
much 
beer. 


"You can't drink too much beer, 
was Hurst's retort. 
"The trouble 
is they are not drinking the right 
kind of beer." 


Hurst himself was strictly temp- 
erate and never drank intoxicating 
liquors. 


Hurst had a stormy time In base- 
ball and he eventually lost out as 
an umpire through an act of rowdy- 
ism at Philadelphia In 1909, when 
he spat In Eddie Collins' face after 
an argument. 


Hurst was prominent in both box- 
ing and the conducting of athletic 
events at Madison Square Garden. 
Tim stood In with O'Rourke and the 
Tammany Hall crowd in New York, 
and for some years he was connect- 
ed with the six-day bicycle race pro- 


moters. 
He was also 
associated 
with the [)n)raoiion 
of 
Marathon 
racing, 
lliu'st referred some of the 
fights ill 
York during the days 


of the Horton law, one of these be- 
ing tliu battle between Sharkey and 
MfCcy. 
Tim also officiated in the 
ring at other f.oints in the country, 
particularly in the mining district of 
Pennsylvania. 
He had some close 
calls whilo doing this, and on seT- 
eral occasions mixed it with either 
principals or seconds who refused to 
obey his orders. 


He entered baseball in one of the 
cities of the Southern League thir- 
ty-three years ago, it is said, when 
lie was a spectator at a game which 
was to dccide the 
pennant. 
Th« 
regular umpire quit under fire and 
Hurst volunteered to take his place. 
In the final inning he called a home 
player out at the plate with 
what 
would have been the tying run. at 
the same time drawing a plstoi. 
a move was made toward him.

No man wishes to be called a cow- 
ard, Especially does he shrink from 
being, called guch by one of tho 
gentler sex. 


These two facts are aiding Eng- 
land in putting its large fighting 
force in the field and in obtainicg 
recruits so rapidly that it is almost 
impossible to thoroughly train them 
before it is necessary to send them 
to the front to make room in bar- 
racks for a new set of volunteers. 


Women, brave women, are trav- 
ersing the streets 
of London and 
other big cities urging men to Join 
the army and fight for their country 
and those who blush and turn away 
with the remark, "I have business to 
attend to," or "a wife and children 
who need my protection," go with 
the brand of the coward on them. 


The government, too, is aiding the 
work by advertising for ^ recruits— 
Bom© are shaming those who refuse 
to go to the protection of their coun- 
try and 
others jocularly inviting 
prospective recruits on a "summer 
trip to Berlin." 


The London 
Daily Mail is now 
carrying this ad.: Five questions to 
men who have NOT enlisted; 
EliLISTMEWT 
"ADS."

"Do you feel happy as you 
walk along the streets and Fee 
other men wearing the king's 
uniform!

"What would happen to tho 
empire if every man stayed at 
home like yon? Tour king and 
country need you.* 
A more facetious 
advertisement 
has been sent 
out by the war de-

"To Berlin. 
The country is arranging a 
trip to Germany for a few 
sportsmen. 
All expenses and 
hotel fare paid. 
Good shooting 
and hunting. Rifles and ammu- 
nition 
supplied free. 
Cheap 
trips up the Rhine. 
Apply at 
once as only a limited number 
(1,000,000) is required. 
An advertisement in the London 
Chronicle appeals to the women 
in the following words: 


"You have read what 
the 
Germans have done in Belgium. 
Have you thought what they 
would do if they invaded Eng- 
land? 


"Do you realize that the safe- 
ty of your home and children 
depends on our getting more 
men now? 


"Do you realize that the one 
word 'Go' from you will send 
another man to fight for our 
king and country? 


"When the war Is over and 
your husband or son is asked 
'What did you do in the great 
war?' is he to hang his head 
because you would not let him 
go? 
Women of England, do 
your duty. Send your men to- 
day to join our glorious army. 
God save the king." 


MALE SEEVAirrS 
BABBED. 


In its search for able-bodied men, 
the government has even request- 
ed householders not to employ as 
help any men who are fit for ai-my 
service. 
This appeal was printed 
tn the London Times as follows: 
"Five questions to those who 
employ male servants: 


"Have you a butler, ^groom, 
chauffeur, gardener 
or^ game- 
keeper serving you who at this 
moment should be serving your 
king and country? 


"Have you a man serving at 
your table who should be serv- 
ing at a gun? 


"Have you a 
man 
digging 
your gardens who should be dig- 
ging trenches? 


"Have 
you a 
man driving 
your car who should be driving 
a transport wagon? 


"Have you a man preserving 
your game who should be help- 
ing to preserve your country? 


"Ask your men to enlist to- 
day.

"Do you suggest you cannot leave 
your business? The only man v/ho 
cannot leave his business is the one 
actually engaged in doing work for 
the government. If your conscience 
is not clear on these three points 
your duty is clear—enlist today."

Beside the circulation of adver- 
tisements and handbills 
ministers 
are devoting their time in the pulpit 
to urging the men of their congrega-

tions to the greater duties of de- 
fending their country. 


The women, however, have proved 
the most successful allies of the 
government in getting men to en- 
list. They pass through the streets 
with banners urging the men to 
not be cowards. 
They personally 
interview those who have shunned 
military service and convince them 
of their duty. 
Through their aid 
largely England is recwruiting its 
great army, is successful in send- 
ing every few weeks a greater force 
into the trenches in Belgium and 
France. Men who have urged their 
occupation 
as a valid 
reason for 
staying away from the front have 
met with a rebuff. The women are 
taking their places with great^apa- 
bility. 


They have taken the places of the 
constables and police who have gone 
to the front and 
have 
organized 
their own police force as an adjunct 
to the few men it was necessary to 
allow to remain. They are driving 
the busses and acting as chauffeurs 
and butlers to the wealthy. 
Many 
women, it is reported, have dis- 
guised as men and taken jobs in the 
steel mills where cannon and shrap- 
nel are manufactured. 


The postal department has almost 
been taken over by the women and 
they are delivering mail and Lave 
assumed their duties in the distribu- 
tion part of the office. 


Beside this poetry is aiding in in- 
spiring men to join the army.

Broadway is under the rigid in- 
spection of the whole United States. 


From the woods of Maine to the 
everglades of Florida people have 
read about the evil of the great New 
York thoroughfare and about Miss 
Eugenia Kelly, heir 
to a million., 
styled the naughiest girl on Broad- 
way, now repentant and in seclu- 
sion. 
Eugenia is 18 years old. She haa 
all kinds of money to spend—in fact 
the night life has cost her 135,000 a 
year or thereabouts. 
Eugenia, ac- 
cording to her mother who went to 
court and asked that she be declared 
incorrigible and sent to the House of 
Correction, used 
to turn 
on the 
brightlights in the evening and stay 
up to 5 a. m., to turn them out. 


As the lamplighter goes out In the 
evening to light the lamps and then 
returns at sun-up to extinguish them, 
so went Eugenia 
Kelly 
regularly 
forth from her mother's home at 
night to see that Broadway was bril- 
liantly lighted during the night. Eu- 
genia remained to add to the gayety 
and stayed up till 5 a, m., when the 
last tangoists departed to practical- 
ly turn out the lights of Broadway 
to admit the light of the day. 


TUR5ED STIGHT 


IlfTO DAT. 


Eugenia, her mother told the court, 
turned night Into day. While others 
bid welcome to the day and farewell 
to the night, "the prettiest girl on 
Broadway," bade the day good night 
at the rising of the sun and wel- 
comed the night as her day. 


It was with Eugenia as Raymond 
Hitchcock once sang: "In the morn- 
ing when I wake I'm nearly dead, 
but when day turns into night I 
begin to feel alright—Ain't It funny 
what a difference just a few hours 
make." 


All the publicity about lîugenla 
Kelly came out when her mother 
asked the court to declare her in- 
corrigible. The mother in her tes- 
timony and in that of her witnesses, 
gave Broadway a very sore and dis- 
colored eye. 


The alleged 
wickedness of this 
New York street and its gay cafes 
was bared to the world in a way 
that even dear old New York was 
not accustomed to, and as a result 
its affairs have not only been spread 
broadcast through the United States 
but a morality sauad has placed a 
lid on Broadway and is sitting tight- 
ly upon it. 


Investigation revealed that Broad- 
way tolerates most anything. 
In

A man or wom- 
an may leave a cafe declaring the 
waiter has cheated them outrageous- 
ly, but no one goes without that lit- 
tle souvenir—next morning's head- 
ache. In fact the headache is the 
measure with which Broadway fixes 
the pleasure allotted to each of its 
customers. 
After a 
night 
spent 
there 
should you awaken feeling 
spry you may curse the street and 
say you had a tiresome time. 
If 
your head bulges as if it were about 
to break, if you have to cool your 
pained brow with ice, if your stom- 
ach revolts at the mere thought of 
food and If it takes several days to 
recover, then you may feel assured 
you had "a good time." 
Eugenia Kelly, ber mother de- 


clared In court, saw all the sport 
that Broadway and its gay lights af- 
ford. 
She mingled with 
artists 
and incidentally when "Ma" Kelly 
started out to show the street up in 
its right light—the light of day and 
publicity that displays eaih red 
blotch on a woman's cheek as un- 
mistakably a work of art and paint 
box and each 
bottle 
of bubbling 
champaigne as the origin of sp many 
headaches and each proprietor as a 
man who makes money catering to 
the tastes of others, 
who makes 
night life so attractive they have no 
desire for home, who praise the bub- 
bles and the wine as a sweet ne- 
penthe. 
She did it. She dragged 
Broadway into daylight. She showed 
it not as it looks at midnight in the 
height of gayety but as it appears 
at noon with the sun shining down 
upon it. 
She pictured the women 
and men slumbering away in their 
homes, victims of too many high- 
ball« and cocktails. She told pi the 


headaches they suffer when they 
awaken, and of the lost appetites 
that 
make them shun 
food. She 
showed Broadway cafes at that hour 
of the day to be reeking with the 
stench of wines and 
cigarettes, 
ashes and dirt on the floor, table 
clothes stained with liquor, chairs 
broken. 


The orchestras were^ gone in the 
light of day and only the pianos— 
those automatic 
affairs that play 
doleful spasmodic music for a nickel 
placed in the skit and shame the 
owner so that he wishes he never 
invented one—only they remain as 
signs and emblems of that gay mu- 
sical life of the night before when 
the lady at the table to the right, 
abandonly smoking a cigarette and 
blowing the smoke in the face of 
her «scort, made eyes at the orchès- 
tra leader and felt she was in love 
with him. 


Hie walls that the night before 
were so harmonious with tb^ lighta, 


loday are dull and 
smoke-stained 
and the lights are begrimed and the 
furnishings of the cafe are unsight- 
ly. In the light of day Broadway 
appears as a skeleton shorn of all 
its fleshly adornments and only its 
unsightly bones remaining.

Eugenia Kelly's mother told all 
about this and the girls and women 
who were wanted to come to court 
and tell that Broadway is not wick- 
ed, failed to show. 


"Oh, the cats," said Eugenia Kelly 
when they did not appear, "They say 
they are afraid of the notoriety and 
wouldn't come to court to help me 
prove my case. What do you think 
of them for friends?" • 


Eugenia will inherit $1,000,000 in 
IS months. She now is living at the 
home of her sister, Mrs. Ralph Hill 
Thomas, whose first husband was 
Frank Gould, at Sandy Point, L. I. 
Her mother, who brought the com- 
plaint was the widow of Edward 
Kelly son of a New York banker. 


She charged that her daughter as- 
sociated with Broadway bounders, 
users of cocaine and cabaret per- 
formers of both sexes, stayed out 
until 5 a. m., was unchaperoned and 
contended that no one but a "dead 
one" could live in New York without 
visiting four to six cafes on Broad- 
way each night and remaining out 
until 5 a. m., to tango. 


The mother also charged that ber 
daughter, out of convent but two 
years, lost or disposed of a 110,000 
necklace on Broadway and spent 
her entire income in keeping the 
champagne corks popping. 


"Only a mother can understand 
what I have suffered," Mrs. Kelly 
told the court, "I 
often have left 
home at 2 or 3 a. m., to search 
through the Broadway cafes for my 
daughter. I would return at 4 a. m. 
to find her in bed. She refused to 
see the error of her ways and I lost 
control of her. 


"Some day she will see the error 
of her ways. She will understand 
that the people who do things are 
the ones who get up early in the 
morning and go to bed at night

WAS TOUCHED. 


The magistrate that heard the 
mother'« aocusatioM 
not agaiatt 


her daughter but against Broadway 
itself, was touched. It was not so 
much this millionairess that was in 
his mind but the many women and 
girls, who without money and fine 
clothes, might be lured to Broadway 
and there be made slaves through 
their desires for the things other 
women there possessed.

PLANTS 


F you would water pot plants 
and hanging baskets without 
danger of starving or slopping, 
try this 
device, v.'hich also 
makes watering much quicker. 


When the 
pot or basket 
is filled 
bury as close to the center as possi- 
ble either a wide-mouthed bottle of 
proportionate size or a glazed earthen 
jar, rather high and narrow. Set either 
bottle or jar so tho rim stands well 
above 
the 
earth—an 
inch above in 
case 
of 
baskets 
which are usually 
smothered in greenery. 
They must 
not be so big as to crowd the plant, 
nor so tiny as not to hold a day's sup- 
ply of water. 


Water and drain your nev/-plantod 
pot very thoroughly. 
Then set it in 
place. 
Next day pour water into the

Weight the cord ends Avith a pebble 
or a bullet. 
Do not carry down too 
much water and thus exhaust tho sup- 
ply too early. A half supply of mois- 
ture will save a plant from harm for 


NEAT WAIST DESIGNS 
at least a week. 
It is best to rig up 
vessel and cords some days before- 
hand and note how much water passes 
through them In a given lime. 


Stocky or shrubby plants may have 
a 
water bottle 
slung 
amid their 
branches with a feeding cord dropping 
belov,' it. The cord need not touch the 
earth—water v/ill drop from it. 
But 
the outer end must always be lower 
t'luin tiio inner, which must of course

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What will be the outcome of the 
latest war—that between Italy on the 
one hand and the combined forces of 
the Austrians and Germans? Will 
the great victory of 1859, when the 
Italian forces drove the Austrians 
back through the Alps with great 
losses and compelled them to sue for 
peace, be repeated or will the Aus- 
trians, In conjunction with the Ger- 
mans 
headed 
by the 
indomitable 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg, the 
great victor of the battle of the Ma- 
zurian Lakes, ultimately succeed in 
a complete invasion of Italy? 


In the great battles today between 
Italy and Austria both sides are not 
only well reinforced, but are under 
the leadership of their greatest gen- 
erals. 
On the one side King Victor 
Emmanuel 
is 
at the 
head of his 
troops cheering them on while on 
the other the Germans, under the 
powerful leadership of von Hinden- 
burg, are putting up a stubborn re- 
sistance. 


Von Hindenburg knows Italy and 
Rome as thoroughly as he does East 
Prussia and the region of the Ma- 
eurlan Lakes, according to Cabasino 
Renda of the Giornale d'ltalia of 
Rome. 


Renda 
accompanied 
the famous 
general on several of his campaigns 
In the 
eastern war 
zone. 
Renda 
Bays of von Hindenburg: 


"The field marshal is thoroughly 
acquainted with Italy and especially 
•with Rome. We often spoke of an- 
cient and modem Rome, of its mon- 
Timents and its streets. Von Hinden- 
Irarg knows Rome as well as the re- 
gion of the Mazurlan Lakes. 
He 
Bpoke to me about the new sections 
of the city between the streets of 
Villa Malta and Porta Pia with the 
Bclentific exactness of a topographer 
and 
an 
accuracy 
In naming the 
BtreetB which was positively start- 
ling. 
The man has an iron mem- 
ory. 


MASTER 
STRATAGIST. 


"Whoever concerns himself with 
Btrategy must have a memory from 
Which not even the smallest detail 
escapes, even though it is so easy to 
overlook a detail because of the end- 
less amount of data and impressions 
Vhlch pile up in the brain. 
Strat- 
egy is based on detail. 


"The conversation turned to Gari- 
baldi. Von Hindenburg spoke about 
the history of the Garibaldian bat- 
tles with such accuracy in respect 
to dates, places and figures of the 
fighting forces, as if he were reading 
It all from a printed page. 


"Garibaldi's successes 
were due 
to the 
enthusiasm 
and the sacred 
fire which was kindled from the con- 
Bciousness 
that 
his 
troops were 
fliiiting for a holy and just cause. 
That also is helping 
us to^ay for 
we also fortunately have this con- 
Bciousness." 


It is with this knowledge of Italy 
and Rome and the 
convictloA his 
cause is just, that von Hindenburg 
Is cheering on his troops. 
On the 
other hand King Victor Emmanuel 
is urging his troops not to forget 
the glories of his royal predecessor. 
King Victor Emmanuel II. of Sar- 
dinia. and Garibaldi, in the war of 
1859. 


France 
through 
Emperor Napo- 
leon III. in 1859 was on good terms 
with the king of Sardinia. The lat- 
ter was making preparations 
for 
war. 
Austria demanded that Sar- 
dinia should disarm at once. In the 
latter part of April, 
1859. Austria 
sent to Sardinia an ultimatum de- 
manding the immediate disbandment 
of her Italian 
volunteers, allowing 
only three days for a reply and 
threatening war in case of a rojec- 
flon of the demand. 
The king of 
Sardinia rejected the Austrian ulti- 
matum 
and the 
chambers of his 
kingdom, 
which he 
Immediately 
summoned, conferred upon him dic- 
tatorial powers. On April 26, 1859, 
the Austrian army, in three divisions 
numbering 
t^ogether 
120,000 men, 
crossed the Ticino river and invaded 
Sardinia. 


IlTYASIOir OF 
BABDUriA. 


When word to the Austrian Inva«' 
Blon of Sardinia reached France a 
manifesto prepared by Emperor Na- 
poleon was presented in the Ck>rps 
LegisUtif, declarinc ^ that 
France 


would 
stand 
by Sardinia. 
Large 
bodies of French troops were push- 
ed forward into Italy with the ut- 
most haste and on May 10 Emperor 
Napoleon III., leaving the affairs of 
his government in the hands of the 
Empress Eugenie, left Paris to take 
command of his troops. 


The first battle of this war, which 
became known as the War of Italian 
Nationality, 
was fought May 20, 
1859, at Montebello—the same plüce 
where in 1800 General Lannes de- 
feated the Austrians. 
After des- 
perate fighting the Austrians were 
defeated with 
considerable 
loss. 
The French, who were commanded 
by General 
Forey, 
lost less than 
700 men in killed and wounded. 


A body of Italian volunteers un- 
der General Garibaldi Invaded Lom- 
bardy and captured Várese, where 
they repulsed an attack of Austri- 
ans. Garibaldi took possession of 
Como, the Austrians 
retreating to 
Camerletta, where they were again 
defeated and compelled to continue 
their retreat.

On May 29 the Sardinians crossed 
the Sesia river and forced the Aus- 
trian works at Palestro, capturing

Palestro. On June 1, a French force 
under 
General 
Niel 
expelled the 
Austrians 
from Novara 
after 
a 
slight skirmish. 
Emperor Napor 
león thereupon entered Novara. 


Juno 4, 1859, was fought the gréât 
battle of MagenU, in wUch 100.000 
French and Sardlniáns under Gen-

MacMahon 
were

An armistice was agreed upon on 
July 8, 1859 and on July 11 a treaty 
of peace was signed at Villa Franca 
between the Emperors of France and 
of Austria. The treaty was conclud- 
ed on the following basis: 
The 
formation of the 
Italian confeder- 
acy under the honorary presidency 
of the Pope; the cession of Lombar- 
dy by Austria to France, in trust for 
Sardinia; and Venetia, although re- 
tained by Austria, to constitute an 
integral part of the Italian confed- 
eration. 
The king of Sardinia was 
dissatisfied with this treaty and re- 
fused to enter into the scheme of 
an Italian confederation. 
Tuscany, 
Modena. I^rma and><the p^pal-state 
of R o m a ^ petitioned the Sardinian 
King to annex them to his domin- 
ipDs; This h0 did afttr h« bafi- prp^ 


taken the vote of the people of the 
states named on the subject of an- 
nexation and they proved favorable 
to it. 


Austria viewed these changes in 
Italy without offering any opposi- 
tion. It was well known that France, 
though 
anxious for peace, 
would 
unite 
with Italy 
against any Eu- 
ropean power that should attempt to 
thwart a free expression of the will 
of the Italian people. 
France and 
its emperor were the sincere friends 
of the Italian people, but Napoleon 
III. had his eyes to his own inter- 
ests and demanded the cession of 
Savoy and 
Nice 
by 
Sardinia to 
France in exchange for the latter's 
aid in the struggle against Austria. 
The question of the cession of these 
provinces was submitted 
to their 
people by vote and was ratified by 
the populace. Thereafter followed 
several years of dissension in Italy 
before it was gradually 
organized 
into a whole.

"fill" cavities t'lat do not exist and thus 
give himself a job. 


Yet no other organs play so impor- 
t a n t a part in regard to health as the 
m o u t h and teeth. 


From the examination of the mouths 
of children between the ages of nine and 
twelve from nearly all parts of the civ- 
ilized Avorld it has been shown 
t h a t 
more than 90 per cent, have defective 
teeth, and t h a t defective teeth are more 
t h a n double all other physical defects. 


A 
filthy 
mouth breeds disease. 
Ev- 
ery time you eat Avith unclean teeth, the 
decaying bits of food from the previous 
meal, contaminate tlie food you oat. 


There is no more excuse for allowing 
a child to go to school with a dirty 
mouth than a dirty face. 
It's not only 
a.n injustice to the individual, but 
to 
all t h e children witli whom lie comes 
in contact. 
Tt is an injustice t(/ others 
t o contaminate the atmosphere tiicyarc

E Y E ACCIDENTS. 


A fairly numerous list of eye acci- 
dents belong to w h a t may be termed 
household injuries. 
An enumeration of 
some of the most ty])ical of tiioso may 
do some service in the way of preven- 
tion. 


Chips of steel are not 
infroqnontl.v 
driven into the »yo througli tiie ittioinj)^ 
of some liousolioldor to open a liox 
iiv 
driving a hatclict undo;- the lid will) a 
hammer. 


This 
combination 
of 
hammer 
and 
hatchet is particularly deadly, because, 
on account of the relatively large mass 
of the pieces of metal employed, 
the 
chips which are broken off the 
edges 
fly with great velocity. 


This danger should be kept in mind, 
and if it seems necessary 
to drive a 
hatchet or ax into a crack, tho danger 
can be averted by interposing a 
piece 
of wood between t h e two surfaces of 
metal, or by using a heavy 
stick of 
wood instead of a hammer. 


The a t t e m p t to drive a nail into 
a 
hard plank, on the part of a novice, not 
infrequently results in 
the nail flying 
back so as to injure the eye. 


I^Iany an eye is lost by the 
chopper 
of kindling wood, one end of the stick 
struck at right angles being frequently 
thrown up with great violence. 


•Striking the eye against 
some 
pro- 
jecting corner of furniture 
while 
the 
victim is going about in the dark is a 
common cause of houseliold eye injury. 


This is most apt to occur through the 
patient's stooping over in the dark and 
bumping his eye on a projecting chair 
post. 
Those injuries frequently 
cause 
entire" loss of sight. 
Everyone 
^ o i n g 
about in the dark should hold the hands 
six inclios or so in front of the eyes. 


These injuries are also a warning to 
eliminate 
sharp corners on 
tables, 
as 
these are of just the right height to put 
out the eyes of the active child. 


Accidents with 
household 
chemicals 
are not uncommon. 
A bottle of 
am- 
monia or some strong acid or a can of 
concentrated lye being spilled into the 
eves Avhile being lifted down from some 
shelf. 


Then there is a large line of house- 
hold accidents resulting from the fool- 
isli practice of trusting children 
witli 
sharp or pointed 
instruments. 


^tlany an eye has boon put out by a 
child attempting to untie a shoestring 
with a fork or by falling while carry- 
ing knives, scissors or pencils. 


The mention of tliese accidents sug- 
gests t!io remedy and if a child m u s t 
be trusted witli pointed instruments it 
should 1)0 sliown how to carry the dan- 
gerous instrument witli the point turned 
back, .'io tiiat if it trips and falls the 
point will not stick into the eye.

Let us suppose t h a t a bill had been 
stuck up in this town saying t h a t re- 
cruits were wanted 
for His Majesty's 
Life Guards, and t h a t none would 
be 
enlisted b u t those who were tall 
and 
measured not under six feet in height. 
Let us suppose t h a t m a n y of the young 
men in the town were anxious to serve 
in this 
regiment. 
John meets 
James, 
and says to him, "Well, I've more chance 
t h a n you, for I a m taller than 
you"; 
and they put back to back and measure 
themselves with one 
another, 
and 
in- 
deed John is taller t h a n James. 
And 
there continues to be much 
measuring 
in the 
town 
before the day t h a t 
t h e 
recruiting sergeant comes. 
They meas- 
ure themselves by themselves, and com- 
pare themselves among themselves, but 
they forget one thing—that 
not 
only 
tall men but men not under six feet 
are Avanted. 
One man 
a t last 
says, 
"Well, I've measured myself with 
ev- 
ery m a n in the town, and I'm tho tall- 
est man in it," and it might be quite 
true. 
But will even he be foimd quali- 
fied? 


The trial d a " comes. 
Each is meas- 
ured, from the man five feet six inches 
to the very tallest. 
Suppose he is five 
feet eleven 
inches 
and 
three-quarters. 
The sergeant cannot let him pass. He 
is short. 
He must t a k e his place among 
the very shortest as to getting into the 
life guards. 
He is the tallest man 
in 
the town, but he is short of the stand- 
ard, and "there is no difference" from 
the very shortest as io 
his exclusion 
from the life guards. 
There is a differ- 
ence in height but not in qualification. 
Thus it is with every sinner. 
He m a y 
be good or bad in the sight of men, but 
"there is no difference, for all have sin- 
ned and come short of the glory of God." 
If any man could say, I have come up 
to God's standard, and this were true, 
then there Avould be a difference; 
but 
"come short" is written on every man's 
brow, therefore "there is no difference." 


Let me ask you to look at 
another 
picture. 
Three men are hung on three 
crosses. 
If you look at them with the 
mere eye of sense you will 
see 
t h a t 
"there is no difference." 
If you listen 
to w h a t they are saying you will hear 
the one on this side mocking Him 
in 
the center, and the one on the other side 
saying, "Dost not thou fear God, seeing 
thou a r t 
in the same 
condemnation? 
And 
we 
indeed justly, but 
this 
Man 
hath done nothing amiss" (Luke 2.3:40, 
41). 
The One in the center is saying, 
"Father, forgive them, for they 
know 
not 
w h a t 
they do." 
Tiiose 
suffering 
"justly," and 
He t h a t 
did 
"nothing 
amiss," suffer together, for since He has 
in deepest grace taken the sin of 
the 
sinner upon Him, He now 
bears 
its 
doom, and "there 
is 
no 
difference." 
Those needing forgiveness, and He pra.y- 
ing for their forgiveness, are under the 
same doom, for "there is no difference." 
Who are they? 
Those on either 
hand 
arc two malefactors, or thieves, who die 
by the condemnation 
of the law. 
He 
in the center was proved innocent, and 
He is the Judge of quick and dead. He 
has taken of His own free M ill the load 
of sin upon Him, and, under sin. He 
cannot bo cleared. 
Spotless, pure, holy 


though He be, He cannot 
escape. God 
can by no means clear the guilty. 
"Ho 
hath made Him sin for us, who knew 
no sin" (2 Cor. 5:21). 
He is under our 
guilt, and "there is no ditforence" 
to 
the human 
eye between 
llim and 
the 
thief. 
He m u s t suffer. 
Does not this 
explain all difliculty about an innocent, 
amiable, virtuous, 
accomplished 
lady 
being on the same level before God as 
a drunkard 
and a murderer as to the 
fact of guilt? 
Hero 
is (iod's 
perfect 
Son—yea, the very 
(iod-man—classed 
with malefactors, not for Himself, but 
for us. 
God became man, and gave Him- 
self for our sins. 
This satisfaction t h a t 
the innocent made for the guilty is of- 
fered to you, and you m a y freely have 
it, for "there is no difference.'''

Their vital force has been consumed by 
strong drink, and they have no power 
of resistance. 
So they wilt and fall be-

and fretfulnesa, excessive care and car- 
nal anxiety, feverish haste anc} impa-

of Thee,' and there won't be a saloon 
in it." 


The Alabama prohibition law became 
effective July 1, 1915; and on January 
1, 1916, Arkansas, Idaho and Iowa will 
have state-wide prohibition, which will 
make a total 
of eighteen 
prohibition 
states. 


On March the first. Governor Ham- 
mond signed the county option bill re- 
cently passed by the Minnesota legisla- 
ture. 
f h e law becomes effective imme- 
diately. 


It is also cause for boundless grati- 
tude that prominent men once commit- 
ted to the liquor interests, are now see- 
ing their duty with clearer vision and 
are bravely working for a saloonless na- 
tion. Major Dan Morgan Smith, of Chi- 
cago, is a notable illustration of this. 
Although never personally addicted to 
the use of strong drink, yet he was for 
several years the ^able geperal counsel 
of the Model Lfcense league.

Senator Albert B. Cummins of Iowa, 
who is spoken of as a candidate 
for 
president on the republican ticket, 1ms 
announced his platform, in whicli the 
fourth plank is: "The saloon must go! 
Sobriety must be the rule of conduct 
for the future!" He is the first man 
prominently considered as a presiden- 
tial posiibility in a dominant 
party, 
who haa declared himself for nation- 
widt.^oUbitioii.*

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T h e scale Insects, or baxk lice, are 
t h e most important Insect enemies of 
citrus, as they are also of most other 
subtropical 
plants. 
They are, as 
a 
rule, small and Inconspicuous singly, 
but they multiply so rapidly that very 
«oon an entire plant becomes Infested 
—trunk, limbs, leaves, and fruit. 
The 
attacked tree Is rarely killed outright 
but its growth may be almost com- 
pletely checked and Its f r u i t rendered 
valueless. 


Next In Importance to the scale In- 
sects a r e 
the 
mite 
enemies 
of 
the 
orange and lemon, as represented by 
t h e mite which causes the rusting of 
the orange in Florida, and the silver- 
ing of the lemon in California, and 
also t h e leaf mite, known f r o m its col- 
oring aa the six-spotted mite of 
the 
orange. < These mites occur with the 
scale insects, are subject to 
similar 
remedies, and may properly be con- 
Bidered in the same 
connection. 


Of very 
great 
importance 
to 
the 
Florida grower of citrus fruits is the 
so-called white fly, the latter not being 
a scale Insect in the ordinary accepta- 
tion, but in the essential features of 
life history and habits coming In the 
same 
category, 
and 
hence 
properly 
considered with the true scale insects. 


Occuring 
about 
the 
orange 
and 
other citrus trees will also be 
seen 
many other insects which play a bene- 
ficial role, preying upon or parasitizing 
the scale insects living on these trees. 
It Is very important to make the ac- 
quaintance of these beneficial species, 
more particularly to avoid, whenever 
possible, killing them in the warfare 
waged against the Injurious ones. 


With i h e orange and lemon as with 
other plants, negligent cultivation and 
Improper 
care, 
or 
any 
unfavorable 
conditions of climate which 
weaken 
the vitality and vigor of the tree, en-

courage the presence and multiplica- 
tion of the insect enemies. 
On 
the 
other hand, vigor of growth is repel- 
lant to Insect attack; and it will be 
almost invariably found that the un- 
healthy tree is the one first severely

infested with scale insects o r mites. 
This 
does not 
mean 
t h a t 
vigorous, 
healthy trees will not be attacked, but 
such trees are less a p t to be completely 
invaded. 
As a means of 
protection 
against scale Insects, a proper system 
of cultivation and pruning Is therefore 
Important. 


The value of pruning as a means of 
preventing scale-Insect Injury can not 
be too strongly urged. 
Scale Insects 
thrive best where they are protected 
f r o m direct sunlight and free move- 
ment of the air, hence, trees of dense 
growth, unpruned, are almost certain 
to have their centers, a t least, scaly, 
A 
well-pruned 
tree, 
In 
which 
free 
access is given to light and 
air, Is 
much less apt to be badly 
attacked 
than a thick headed tree, the Interior 
of which is entirely shaded, thus f u r - 
nishing the conditions most favorable 
for the well-beins of scale insects. 


The abundance or scarcity of scale- 
insect pests is very much Influenced 
by climatic conditions. 
A 
moderate 
amount of moisture and w a r m t h 
are 
the favoring conditions. 
On th« other 


hand, a very dry climate accompanied 
during the s u m m e r season by excess- 
ive heat, will frequently destroy most 
scale pests, as will also a high degree 
of 
humidity 
with 
high 
temperature 
such 
as 
characterizes 
m a n y 
areas 
within the tropics, the latter condition 
developing 
fungous 
diseases 
which 
often keep 
most 
scale 
species 
well 
nigh exterminated. 
The favoring in- 
termediate climate is illustrated by the 
citrus districts of Florida, 
Jamaica, 
and 
the 
West 
Indies, 
where 
scale 
enemies are more troublesome 
than 
they are In the drier climate of Cali- 
fornia. 
On the Pacific coast, also, the 
molster ocean districts are worse in- 
fested than the drier regions farther 
inland with greater elevation. 
Under 
the latter conditions the black scale, 
for example, has been almost entirely 
exterminated by a temperature holding 
for several days above a hundred de- 
grees, and similar results have been 
noted with other species. 


Scale Insect enemies of citrus trees 
are directly controlled In two 
ways: 
(1) 
by spraying the Infested 
plants 
with some liquid Intersecticide; (2) by 
subjecting them to the fumes of hydro- 
cyanic-acid gas. commonly designated 
as "gassing." 
Each of these methods 
of control has Its place. 


The gassing method Is undoubtedly 
the most effective means known of 
destroying scale insects. 
It has been 
in general use In California for many 
years, and t h e methods are now thor- 
oughly 
perfected 
and 
highly 
satis- 
factory. 
Gassing should 
undoubtedly 
be employed wherever the expense of 
the treatment, which 1« the one objec- 
tion to It, is not an object as meas- 
ured by the value of t h e crop 
pro- 
tected. 
F o r 
most 
species 
of 
scale 
Insects, one good gassing Is worth as 
much as two or three sprayings, and, 
when done at the right season 
and 
properly, it very frequently will al- 
most 
if 
not 
c^uite exterminate 
the 
scale f r o m the treated trees, 
giving

them a comparative Immunity often 
for two or more years. 
The use of 
hydrocyanic-acid 
gas 
is, 
therefore, 
strongly urged wherever the conditions 
warrant It. 
Gassing is especially de- 
sirable for trees that have a 
dense 
habit of growth, such as the orange, 
which develops a large, thick 
head, 
the spraying, of which thoroughly and 
completely Is almost Impossible, 
es- 
pecially a f t e r the trees have attained 
any size. 
Furthermore, with gas there 
Is no danger of spotting the fruit as 
may happen with Improper spraying. 
The more straggling growth 
of 
the 
lemon makes gassing less necessary, 
notably 
where 
the 
open 
system 
of 
pruning is adopted. 


Successful as gassing Is, It Is not 
effective In the same degree 
against 
all the Insect enemies of citrus plants. 
It Is especially valuable against 
the 
black scale and the red scale of Cali- 
fornia, but with some of the armored 
scales which deposit beneath the old 
scales eggs which undergo a 
certain 
amount of incubation before hatching, 
gassing Is not so effective. 


Gassing consists In Inclosing a tree 
at night with a tent and 
filling 
the 
latter with poisonous f u m e s generated 
by treating refined potassium cyanide 
(98 per cent strength) with commer- 
cial sulphuric acid (66 per cent) and 
water. 
The treatment should continue 


f r o m 
thirty 
to 
forty minute«, 
til»' 
longer 
time 
being preferabls. 
T h e 
work Is done at night to ayold tlx«' 
•caldlny which follows day appltc«i^ 
tlons, a t least in bright sunllcht. 


The proportions of the chemicals a s 
now employed in California are con- 
siderably In excess of the 
amounts 
recommended a few years since. 
The 
gas treatment was first chiefly uaed 
against 
the 
black 
scale, and 
ftt 
a 
season of the year when these scales 
were all In a young stage and easily 
killed. 
The effort is now made not 
only to kill the black scale, but also 
the red scale, and to do more eflectlva 
work with both than formerly. 


It Is very Important that t h e water 
be put Into the generating vessel first, 
and 
then 
the 
acid, 
and 
lastly 
the 
cyanide. 
If the water and 
cyanide 
are put In the vessel first and t h e acid 
poured In afterward there Is danger 
of an explosion which will scatter the 
acid and burn the tents and the opera- 
tor. 
The 
dangerous 
nature of 
the 
gas must be constantly borne In mind 
and the greatest caution should 
b^ 
taken to avoid inhaling It. 


The tent used is called the "sheet 
tent,"and is drawn up over t h e tree 
by means of pulleys. 
Some of 
the 
tents are of great size. 


The treatment is made all together 
at night, although it would be possible 
to treat trees on a very dark or cloudy 
day. 
In California and Florida, at the 
time the treatment is used, sueh dajrs 
are rare. 
About 50 trees of the largest 
slse can be treated In a night with a o 
equipment of twelve or 
fifteen 
tents. 
By the time the last tent is in place, 
the fumigation in the first Is completed 
and It can be taken down and moved 
forward 
Thus the men handling the 
tents are kept continuously employed.

A Four-Footed Pest 


Pocket gophers are serious garden 
and orchard pests in some parts of the 
roun'rv. 
These animals are provided 
with a pocket-like pouch on each side 
of the head. 
The pouches are outside, 
independent of the mouth, and, Con- 
t r a n ' to the belief of many, are not 
used for carrying dirt out of the bur- 
rows but for carrying food. 
The pres- 
ence of mounds of earth In garden, or- 
chard or lawn indicates the presence 
of either a pocket-gopher or a mole. 
The burrow of the gopher la some- 
times left open temporarily, which is

not the case with that 
of a 
mole. 
Pocket-gophers are largely nocturnal 
in their habits above ground. 


Hawks and owls, foxes, weasels, and 
the common house cat prey upon the 
pocket-gophers. 
It is probable, 
too, 
that the larger snakes devour them. 


A No. O steel trap may be set in the 
burrow by digging down a foot or more 
behind a newly made mound. 
The top 
of the t r a p should be on a level with 
the floor of the burrow and nearly cov- 
ered with 
fine 
earth. 
The 
opening 
should be covered in order to exclude 
the light. 


By 
f a r 
the 
best 
way 
to 
destroy 
pocket-gophers 
is by 
poisoned 
bait, 
particularly 
before 
the 
young 
are 
weaned. 
As much powdered 
strych- 
nine as can be held on the point of 
a knife blade, introduced Into a slit 
in a small piece of parsnip, 
carrot, 
apple, or potato, or a large raisin, and 
placed deep down In a branch 
bur- 
row. which may be opened if neces- 
sary, Is very effective.

At this time of year the secretaries 
of various fair associations are arrang- 
ing their plans for the exhibits which 
will be held this fall. 
These are re- 
minders that this is the best time of 
year in which to lay plans for captur- 
ing the blue ribbons. 
Fruit growers, 
particularly, need to begin their work 
now for the exhibits they will make 
at the fairs and apple shows, for the 
fruit which will wear the ribbon must 
be sprayed. 


But even if it is not now the expec- 
tation of any fruit grower to m a k e an 
exhibit at a 
full show, the chances 
ire 
that 
he will* change 
his 
mind 
when the premium lists arrive, and it 
Is just a.g well to begin. 
Sprayed fruit 
is coming to be tlie only kind to which 
the better class of fruit dealer.s will 
give any consideration, and in spray- 
ing it Js well to do the spraying with 
the idea in mind that every fruit must 
be 
.show 
fruit. 
Show 
fruit 
might 
really be called "extra fancy" so far 
as its grade 
is concerned, 
and 
the 
"extra" applies not only to the grade, 
but also to the returns which the fruit 
will bring. 
So, after all, it is well for 
every one of us to feel that our crop 
is to be .show fruit, and work through- 
out the entire .summer with that ideal 
in mind whether or not we actually 
place any of it in the exhibits.

the 
cut plant. 
Air- 
Blaked lime m a y be spread over the 
vurroundlng soli. 


Buttermilk Is always a better

for 
f r o w n people, and sometimes it is for 
babies. 
On a hot day It Is better to 
drink buttermilk than beer 
over

bar. 


Continued hard times have caused 
an influx of city people to the country.

Not Only Does This Insect Cause Great Loss By the Destruction of Fruit and Shade Trees, But Contact With 
Hairs of the Moth Causes a Poisonous Rash to Break Out on Human Beings. 


One of the most serious effects of 
the presence of the brown-tall 
moth 
in a community la that of the peculiar 
skin disease it may produce. 
Some of 
the hairs of the full grown caterpillar 
are 
furnished 
with 
minute 
barbs. 
When 
the 
caterpillars 
molt 
these 
barbed hairs aro shed with the skin 
and as the skins become dry and are 
blown about by the wind the 
hairs 
may be quite generally disseminated. 
When the hairs alight upon the h u m a n 
skin they cause an Irritation, 
which 
upon rubbing may develop into 
in- 
flamatlon. 
Writing 
on 
this 
subject 
Dr. W. A. Evans says: 


"The 
poisoning 
effect 
f r o m 
the 
brown tailed moth results f r o m chem- 
ical substances contained In the s h a f t 
of the long barbed hairs carried 
on 
the abdomen and back. 
These hairs 
can be carried by the wind and can 
produce the rash In people who have 
not been In contact with the cater- 
pillar. 


"The ordinary effect Is rash similar 
to hives, 
known 
as the brown 
tail 
rash. 
The usual site of the rash is 
the skin of the exposed portions of 
the body—the neck, face, and hands. 


"The hairs may get Into the nose and 
bronchial 
tubes, 
causing 
colds 
and 
coughs that may be mistaken for con-

sumption. 
They may get into the eyes, 
causing small lumps like proud 
flesh. 
Sometimes 
these 
lumps 
have 
been 
diagnosed as granular lids and some- 
times as tuberculosis. 


"Dr. Riley studied some small eye 
granulations under the microscope. In 
the center he found a caterpillar hair. 
Around the center the tissue had an 
arrangement very like that of tuber- 
culosis. 
Of course, none of the lesions 
is 
tubercular. 
None 
is caused 
by 
tubercle bacillus." 


Men who come In contact with these 
poisonous hairs during their work in 
the parasitic laboratory in Massachu- 
setts, use the following remedy for the 
brown 
tall 
rash: 
Carbolic 
acid, 
% 
dram, zinc oxide % ounce, lime water 
8 ounces; shake thoroughly and work 
well Into the affected parts. 
This has 
proven a most effective remedy. 


According to Dr. Riley, the brown 
tall 
moth 
was 
Introduced 
Into 
this 
country f r o m Europe about the year 
1890. 
The pest has spread 
rapidly 
over 
New 
England 
and 
New 
York 
and 
there Is every prospect that 
It 
will 
continue 
to 
spread 
until 
It 
reaches the middle and western states. 
Wherever it goes It will prove a serious 
pest to m a n as well as to his trees 
and plants. 


C A R E O F POUIiTRY. 


Most poultry diseases are contagious, 
and a f t e r they once get 
firmly 
estab- 
lished are hard to break and success- 
fully eradicate. 
Most of these diseases 
occur 
during 
the 
winter 
and 
early 
spring, when the fowls are confined 
and can not get out and run 
where 
they please, on account of rainy and 
cold weather. 
It is Important 
that 
their houses be well ventilated, so as 
to furnish fresh, pure air at all times; 
for if they are compelled to breathe 
impure air which arises from the filth 
of the hen-house, which Is bound to 
accumulate, they will be apt to con- 
tract some disagreeable disease, which 
may prove costly before cured.

Dairymen, Attention! 


The three main points t h a t 
every 
dairyman should bear In mind, 
and 
which can not be too strongly 
em- 
phasized, are: 


Better cows. 
More home-grown feed. 
A better product. 


Every m o m e n t t h a t Is not used to 
the best possible advantage Is wasted. 


I a m new In the spraying business, 
but followed the directions for spray- 
ing apple trees, as recommended 
by 
the 
Washington 
Experiment 
station 
last y e a r . ' I gave my trees a thorough 
spraying 
with 
lime-sulphur, 
adding 
half a pound of Paris green to every 
fifty gallons, before the buds opened. 
Then a f t e r the petals fell f r o m 
the 
blossoms I gave the trees a thorough 
drenching with arsenate of lead, two 
pounds 
to 
forty 
gallons 
of 
water, 
using a Vermorel nozzle. 
The result 
was that I had 99 per cent perfect 
apples, of as fine quality as I 
ever 
saw.—C. F. Klest, Dongola, 111.

The red cedar and apple trees do 
not agree. 
The red cedar Is''Infested 
by a fungus, which makes the reddish 
jelly-like cedar apples In the spring. 
These are masses of the f u n g u s spores 
which are carried by insects and wind 
to the apple trees, where they cause 
peculiar swollen and hairy places on 
the leaves and fruit, known as rust. 
Apple trees and fruit can be totally 
destroyed by this rust. 
The best rem- 
edy Is to m a k e Christmas trees out of 
the cedars. 


MAKING H O M E ATTRACTIVE. 


A recent writer on " W h a t the F a r m 
Home Needs" makes a few sugges- 
tions for making the country 
home 
more attractive and pleasant: 


Have as much music as possible. 
A 
phonograph Is a good Investment. 


Indulge in an occasional trip either 
to nearby or distant points.

turning, the h o m e will be m u c h more 
attractive. 


Read books, papers, and magazines.

Replace the old household methods 
by modern labor-saving devices as far 
as possible.

Eliminate the Sheep Fly 


The sheep that is "struck by 
the 
fly" Is at first restless and excitable, 
stamps its feet, runs about, and some- 
times trys to bite the part. 
Later it 
becomes dull and dejected, loses its 
appetite, and stands listlessly 
about, 
with 
Its head 
hanging 
down, 
apart 
from the 
flock. 
The wool at the seat 
of the injury Is rough and raised, and 
as t h e maggots burrow their way into 
the skin and tissues, causing suppur- 
ation, close examination shows a mov- 
ing mass of them. 
Unless these mag- 
gots are 
destroyed 
and 
the 
wound 
kept clean, the torture ends in death. 


"Prevention 
is better 
than 
cure", 
and in the ca^e of "fly" it saves the 
animal 
much 
pain 
and 
annoyance 
and considerable damage to the 
fleece. 
Prevention includes the prompt treat, 
ment of shearing cuts, flghting wounds 
or abrasions of the skin generally at 
the time of the Infliction, and espec- 
ially of shearing wounds, which 
are 
too often neglected. 
The 
increasing 
employment of machines in shearing 
will tend to the reduction 
of 
this 
cause of "fly" attack. 


The removal of dirty locks of wool 
and the trimming of the soiled parts 
is 
imperative. 
These 
precautions, 
however, will not always suffice, for 
the yolk of the wool will prove sufllc- 
leitt attraction unless poisoned or ren- 
dered distasteful to the fly, and 
the 
pest will sometimes strike, especially 
on hot days, and when there is thun- 
der in the air.

The cylinder 
or spreader Is first removed f r o m the 
end of the box, and a suitable

merely by putting on the crank which

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The State School Funds 


Indiana is now making its regular semi-annual distribution of 


Stechool funds to the various counties of tin; state, and the total sum 
;of $1,721,713.28 will be sent out over the state to aid in currying for- 
;ward public educational work during the ensuing six months. Theo- 
retically, at least, each person of school age in the state will receive 
from Indiana the sum of $2.24 from these funds for it is upon this 
per capita basis that the apportionment is made. Here is illustrated 
the importance of complete enumerations, for the state apportions 
•iupon each child enumerated, directly the reverse of the impression 
In some qitarters that failure to list children of school age because 
they do not happen to be in school will somehow lower taxes to be 
paid by the parents. 


The number of children recorded in the last school enumeration, 


«.nd on which the apportionment of school funds to the counties was 
fcased, was $768,622. Various counties, the statistics show, paid more 
Into the state treasury for the school fund than they received in the 
apportionment, as is always the case under Ihe present laws. At this 
time Allen county has paid in the sum of $."»fl..'i!i:5.'2f> and will receive 
in return $62,375.04. Adams county's payment, was $1.4,457.26 and 
she draws $15.659.84. 
DeKalb contributed $17.054.7] nnd receives 


but $14,658.56 because her school population is not sufficient to en- 
title her to more. Iluntington county piiid $10,088.04 and receives 
$18,025.28. 
Kosciusko contributed $22,581.21 and draws but $17,- 


252.48. The payment by Laprran,?e county was $10.7:{:!.04 nnd the 
Bum of $!),0f>0.28 is returned to her. In Noble the discrepancy is still 
greater, that county having paid $1.0,65^.30 and pets back only $K*.- 
451.20.' Steiiben's payment was $8.020.10. and she receives $8,084.16. 
;Wells county taxpayers paid $13.040.57 and the Wells county share 
of the state fund is $11,650.20, while Whitley county, paying $13,- 
356.25 drawes $10,507.44 from the state treasury for the support, of 
her schools. 
The balance of this particular fund in the state treas- 


ury after the apportionments are made will bo $7.402.2:?, while tho 
interest earnings on the state school fund since the last apportion- 
ment amounted to $280,268.21.

Although statistics gathered by realty 


Hid building experts and government 
and city officials show that this has 
been the poorest year in the past ten 
In building and construction work, Fort 
Wayne is running right along at the 
top with an enormous amount of it in 
progress. 


The work may be divided into three 


large groups, the public and commercial 
buildings, residence buildings, and pub- 
He utilities construction. Fort Wayne 
ranks far in advance of other cities of 
her size this year in all three depart- 
ments. 


In the past half dozen years Fort 


Wayne has stood well to the front, and 
especially last year it -was far in the 
van in building of all kinds. 


Big Construction Jobs. 


In big construction work with the 


completion of the downtown track ele- 
vation, Fort Wayne finished one of Indi- 
ana's biggest jobs, but this year the 
work on Wayne trace elevation on the 
Pennsylvania company 
still 
employs 


hundreds of men and is an undertaking 
of no small proportions. 


It will require, not only the summer, 


but also the late fall or winter to fin- 
ish this. Work is well along, but there 
still remains an unusually large amount 
of earth to be moved and concrete and 
steel work to be done. 


And the. elevation has a rival here as 


a big job—the Harrison street bridge. 
Here' one of Indiana's largest concrete 


bridges !s being put in, a construction 
work larger than any but the men in- 
timately acquainted with it 
imagine. 


Then there are a score of other jobs 
smaller, but still of considerable size 
for an off year that are employing many 
Fort Wayne men. 


Several Schools. 


The Harmer school, which when fin- 


ished will be one of the finest public 
.school buildings in the city, is nearing 
completion very rapidly, and except for 
a little trimming about tho entrances 
and some of the windows the exterior 
is finished now. The interior will re- 
quire several months at least to finish, 
but it is hoped that school may be held 
in the building in the fall. 


Many people who nave passed it and 


seen the name "Harmar" graven 
in 


stone above the entrance,- feel that a 
mistake has been made and that an "a" 
was used instead of an "e." However, 
the change in the name was intentional 
and was inspired by patriotic motives. 


When Harmer street was named after 


General Harmar, it was misspelled, anc 
for years has been known by the wronf 
spelling. 
However, the architects anc 


the school board decided that the nam 
should be correct on the school, and th 
name above the door stands as a monu- 
ment to one of the bravest soldiers o" 
the days of early exploration and set 
llement. 


So it is Harmar, named after the man 


and not, for the street. 


St. Peter's school, the first in the citj 


x> have an open-air or health school I 
room, is nearly finished, in St. Peter's 
square, on Hanna, DeWald and St. Har- 
m's streets. The «tst side of the build- 
ng has the entire upper portion utilized 
as a hall, and this already is finished. 
Meetings have been held in this big as- 
sembly room already. 


Tho evolution of the "school 
hall" 


from a place under the attic where spare 
benches are stored and lectures are heW 
at intervals into a modern institution 
is painted very clearly at St. Peter's 
hall. A great room that extends the 
entire length of the Hanna street side 
of tho building, and is artistically dec- 
orated, serves as a meeting place for 
the societies, a convention hall and an 
entertainment center. 
Beautifully dec- 


orated and finished in excellent taste., it 
is ideal. 


The school extends 
along 
DeWald 


street and is modern and up-to-date in 
every respect. Here the open-air room 
is located, and other things equally as 
modern and practical will be found. St. 
Peters' parish 
certainly 
should 
fee' 


proud of the new home it has given its 
children and its young people's socie- 
ties. 


Although work only recently was 


commenced on the 
Cathedral 
school 


within a few weeks the building will be- 
gin to take shape. The foundations are 
finished now and a few of the steel \vork 
beams and sleepers are in place. It is 
to be located on the site of the old 
school at Jefferson and Clinton streets

Berlin, July 10.—The text of the Ger- 


man reply to the recent American note 
regarding submarine warfare is as fol- 
lows : 
"The undersigned has the honor to 


make the following reply to his excel- 
lency, Ambassador Gerard, to the note 
of the tenth ultimo, 
re. 
the impair- 


ment of American interests by the C.er- 
man submarine war. The imperial gov- 
ernment learned with satisfaction from 
the note how 
earnestly the govern- 


ment of the United States is concerned 
in seeing the 
principles of humanity 


realized in the present war. 
Also this 


appeal finds ready echo in Germany and 
the imperial government is quite willing 
to permit its statements and decisions 
in the present case to be governed by 
the principles of humanity just as it has 
done always. 


"The imperial government welcomed 


with gratitude when the American gov- 
ernment, in the note of May 15, itself 
recalled that Germany had always per- 
mitted itself to 
be governed by the 


principles of progress and humanity in 
dealing with the law of maritime wsir. 
Since the time 
when 
Frederick 
the 


Great negotiated with John Adams, Ben- 
jamin Franklin and Thomas Jefferson 
the treaty of friendship and commerce 
of September «.

•'If in the present war tin- principles 


which should be the ido.il of the future 
have been travemed more and more, the 
longer its duration, the German govern- 
ment has no guilt therein. Tt is known 
i,<i the American government, how Ger- 


ninny's adversaries, by completely p:ir- 
il.vziug peaceable trallie between Her- 
many and neutral countvies. have aii:ie;! 
from the very bcpiiininjf and with in- 
.•rc-nsiiiK lack of consiueration, at the de- 
struction, not so inui'li 
of 
the armed 


forces as the life of the Cerman nation, 
repudiating in doing so nil the rules oi 
international law and disregarding all 
rights of neutrals. 


Action By England. 


"On November 3. I'.H4. Kngland <h-- 


clared the North sea a war area and by 
planting poorly anchored mines and by 
the stoppage nnd capture of vessels, 
made passage extremely dangerous ami 
difficult 
for neutral shipping, actually 


blockading neutral coasts and ports con- 
trary to a" international hiw. 
Long 


before the beginning of submarine war. 
England 
practically completely inter- 


cepted legitimate neutral navigation to 
Germany also. Thus Uermany was driv- 
en to a submarine war on trade. 


"On November 14. IflU, the. Engbsn 


premier declared in the house of com- 
mons, that it was one of England's prin- 
cipal tasks to pievcnt food for the tier- 
man population from reaching Germany 
via neutral ports. Since March 1, Eng- 
land has been taking from neutral ships 
without further formality all merchan- 
dise proceeding to Germany, as well as 
all merchandise coming from Germany, 
even when neutral property. Just as it 
was also with the Boers, the Herman 
people is now to be given thff choice of 
perishing from starvation with its worn- 
and and children or of relinquishing its 
independence. 


Driven to It, He Says. 


'While our enemies thus loudly nnd 


openly proclaimed war without jnersy 
until'our utter destruction was accom- 
plished, we were conducting a war in 
self-defense for our national existence 
and for the sake of peace of a-n assured 
permanence. 
We have been obliged to 


adopt a submarine warfare to meet the 
declared intentions of our enemies and 
the method of warfare adopted by thetn 
in contravention of international law. 


"With all its efforts in principle to pro- 


tect neutral life and property from dam- 
age, as much us possible, the German 
government recognized unreservedly in 
its memorandum of February 4, that 
the interests of neutrals 
might suffer 


from the submarine warfare. 
However, 


the American government will also un- 
derstand and 
appreciate that in the 


fight 
for existence, which 
has been 


forced upon Germany by its adversaries 
and announced by them, it is the stem 
duty of the imperial government to do 
all within its power to protect and MIVI 
the lives of German subject*. If the 
imperial government were derelict in 
those its duties, it would be (fuilty be 
fore God and history of the violation ol 
•those principles 
of highest humanitj 


which are the foundation of every na 
tional existence.

with horrible clearnens to what jcopar 
diring of human lives the manner o 


conducting war employed by mir adver- 
saries leads.

diction of international law. all distinc-

vessels have been obliterated by the or-

Suggests One Way Out.

passenger steamers when made recogniz 
able by special markings and notified a 
reasonable time in advance.

"The imperial government believes ;t

citizens. There would, therefore, appear 
to be no compelling necessity for Ann-r 
Scan citizens to travel to Kuropc in tinn 
of war on ships carrying an enemy lla.j.

KichanUon street, were to start out and 
travel continuously the same number of 
miles that they have during the fifteen 
vcars they have served as rural route 
carriers out of Fort Wayne they would 
circle the globe five times and then 
iiave a few miles to spare. 


Messrs. Arnold and Beerman aro the 


oldest rural route carriers out of the 
Fort Wayne postolTice in point of serv- 


and have each traveled a total of 


12fi.nnn miles. The approximate, length 
of each route is twenty-eight miles and 
ns each have been on duty on an aver- 
ige of three hundred days out of each 
vear for fifteen years the estimate of 
-he. number of miles traveled is fairly 
accunitc. 


Both were appointed in September, 


1POO, Arnold receiving his appointment 
T. dny or two before Beerman. .On Oc- 
loucr 1, IflOO. they made their first trip 
and have been on duty practically ev- 
ery day since except Sundays, holidays 
and the days they aro allowed for va- 
cation.

No Easy Job. 


Mr. Arnold is sixty-six years old and

a salary of -$500 a year and is now get- 
ting 11,1 (Hi. 


The argument is often made that ru- 


ral route carriers are not. sufficiently 
paid and when considering that they 
have to provide their o\vn conveyances, 
keep their horses or automobiles which 
are a constant expense, the salary is 
certainly meager enough. 


Bccrman's First Route No. 5. 


Mr. HeerniHii was first appointed as 


carrier on rural route n, but when the 
mutes were rearranged it was changed 
to number T. His lirst, route was out 
on ihc Blufl'ton road to Sandpo'nt over 
to the upper lluntington road, then he 
made a circle of Nine Mile to the Indi- 
anapolis road, over the Bluffton road 
to the lluntington road, then to Fair- 
(i<-ld avenue, down the river road to 
Broadway and home. 
The route now 


starts out on llule avenue to the Mil- 
ler road, then to the lluntington road, 
to Aboite Center road, to the Whitley 
county line, then over to the Liberty 
.Mills'road, cast on Liberty Mills road to 
the Friendship church, thence one mile 
south to Homestead corners and then

Many Thrilling Experiences. 


Like Mr. Arnold, he has had many 


thrilling and exciting experiences, but 
has never been in any serious accidents 
lie recalls most vividly being caught in 
a snow storm in 1011 when his wagon 
was overturned and he. narrowly cscap 
ed being caught underneath. 
He hiu 


n. stove in the wagon and a short time 
before had built up a good fire. Stove, 
fin-, mail and all were overturned, but 
I'urtiinaicly the wagon did not catch 
fire and lione. of the mail waa lost or 
damaged. 


Owned One Horse Thirteen Years. 


Imring hi.s fifteen years ae mail car- 


rier he has owned five horses, one horse 
he having used for thirteen years. The 
good old animal had done, faithful serv- 
ice and as a reward Mr. Beerman 
has 


turned him out on pasture and the few 
remaining years of his life will be spent 
in pcaipe and quietude. 


Mr. Bcermnn also started on a yearly 


salary of !?">00 and is now receiving $1,- 
2110, his route being a. little longer than 
Mr. Arnold's, which accounts for the 
S;M more on the year. 


Both Messrs. Arnold and Bcerman are 


popular with' their patrons and espe- 
cially with the, children along the route. 
Like, the. trains that run on the rail- 
roads they have a certain schedule, and 
usually reach each house at about the 
same 'time every day. It is surprising 
the presents they receive almost every 
week in the form of chickens, eggs, but- 
ler, vegetables and the like. On Christ- 
mas day they come in with their wagons 
almost loaded lo Ihe doors. 


Horseless Wagon.

Instead of a horse he uses a don-

and attempts to go through the stunts 
that he used to "pull off when in the 
circus. A few years ago he broke away 
and made a grand rush for the old Driv- 
ing park race track, where he waa found 
walking around on his hind legs, stand- 
ing on one ear and going through other 
tricks that he, used to do while with 
the circus. 
Two of the carriers 
are 


carrying their mail this summer on mo- 
torcycles. 


Will Improve Service. 


An effort is now being niade to cr* 


tend the rural route service in Allen 
county so that many additional families 


will receive mail at their doors. TJndw 
tin- present arrangements many families 
in the county are. compelled to walk 
to cross roads to receive their 
mail.

He says: "Pulling in the 
same direction, in the ago of self-as- 
sertion, there is the instinct to nurture 
uncl protect. A man in mot quite a inim 
who bus not something of the mother 
in him." 


"Climbing," ho cites, "seems to be a 


marked instance of a fading instinct. 
Grown people do not feel the necessity 
of shinning up ropes or ascending trees. 
Mountain climbing I take to be merely 
love of nature plus the perennial in- 
stinct for conspicuous 
stunts."
